Wind Dies 
In Huge 


Fire Area

Howling winds which earlier 
toy ed with efforts to harness 
California’s largest brush fire 
of 
the 
y ear subsided today , 
a llow ing a w ea ry 2.100-man 
force to gain ground on the 
flames. 


The winds, which whipped up 
to 40 miles an hour last night, 
let 
up 
so 
much 
that 
they 
presented no problem in bat­ 
tling the 16,500-acre fire near 
Ojai, northwest of Los Angeles, 
said Hal Sebring. U.S. Forest 
Serv ice information officer. 


M ea n w h ile, fire fig h ters 
worked to control a 3,440-acre 
fire near Banning in the San 
Bernardino National Forest and 
mop up at the scene of a 1,760- 
a cre fire in Hea ldsburg in 
Northern California. A fire in 
the Sequoia National Forest re­ 
mained out of control. 


The Ojai fire-caused by ille­ 
gal fireworks-had 
burned 350 
acres of the Los Padres Nation­ 
al Forest on the western edge 
of the 53.000-acre Sespe Creek 
sanctuary , home of the nearly - 
ex tinet California condor. 


A spokesman said the fire 
was still miles awav from the 
birds’ nesting place and most of 
the birds were in Kern County 
about 50 miles to the northeast. 
Only 60 of the v ulture-like birds 
are known to ex ist. 


Fire fighters had managed by 
this morning to carv e a fire line 
around 14 miles of the blaze's 
24-mile perimeter, the spokes­ 
man said. 
Cost of fighting the fire was 
estimated at $1.5 million, he 
added. 
The Hea ldsburg blaze de­ 
stroy ed eight homes. 18 other 
structures and 10 v ehicles be­ 
fore it was controlled Thursday - 
night. Damage to property was 
estimated at $113,000. 
A force of 925 men using 10 
a ir tankers contained the San 
Bernardino National Forest fire 
Friday but it was not known 
when it would be controlled. 
The fire, which had a 15-mile 
perimeter, had caused no struc­ 
tural damage.

Russia Criticized 


CAIRO (UPI) — An influential 
columnist said today the Soviet

Peron's spokesmen here said 
the aging former president will 
return by October “ at the lat­ 
est” and will run in the 1973 
elections, despite failure to 
meet the deadline 


Under pre-election conditions 
set by President Alejandro Lan- 
usse, commander-in-chief of the 
Argentine army, it was clear 
that Lanusse would not be a 
candidate. 


By failing to comply with the 
deadline to return, Peron was 
automatically ineligible, al­ 
though his Justicialista party 
nominated him as its candidate 
last May. 


Vatican Edict 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) - The 
Vatican has again ordered 
priests, monks and nuns not to 
abandon or mrxlify their reli­ 
gious 
garments, 
Vatican 
sources said today. 


A letter from the Department 
for Religious Orders was sent 
to papal diplomats around the

has been directed toward iden­ 
tifying problems that could 
most effectively be solved at 
the state level.” 
The governor’s Select Com­ 
mittee on Law Enforcement 
Problems will he funded by a 
$102.451 grant from the Califor­ 
nia Council on Criminal Justice. 


The study will begin Sept. I and 
conclude by Feb. 28, 1973.

The Elderly And Creative Leisure 


Should Begin 
Preparation 
In 3rd Grade

In industrial society, sociolo­ 
gist Max Kaplan once observed, 
the masses toiled so the elite 
could play. In postindustrial so­ 
ciety, he predicted, the elite 
will toil so the masses can play. 
The day will come, he foresees, 
when a man will go to the bank 
and brrow $10,000 — and 5,000 
hours. The uses he makes of 
those future hours may be de­ 
fined by the goals evolved for 
“ creative 
retirement today 
Obviously, creative retire­ 
ment must constitute more than 
the frenetic riding of hobby 
horses or the compulsive exten­ 
sion of work habits no longer 
required Before leisure can f>e 
“ creative," the values of lei­ 
sure must be introduced into a 
society that has previously op­ 
erated under a work ethic. And 
the values of maturity must 
somehow be introduced into a 
society that virtually worships 
youth 
I'ntil a leisure ethic is 
developed, the dignity of the 
"nonactive 
American will per 
ilously depend on insincere 
Golden Years rhetoric 
From the time they're in­ 
fants. we prepare people for 
working. 
Frit/ Crumb, direc­ 
tor of the Boston Center for 
older Am ericans, comments. 
“ We don't prepare people for 
not working.” Yet the propor­ 
tions have almost been re­ 
versed In 1900 one had the 80- 
hour work week 
In the 1970s 
one has the 00-hour leisure 
week 
Fven Winston Churchill ad­ 
mitted: “ It's hard to find new 
interests at the end of one s 
life 
Creative retirement de­ 
pends upon creative prepara­ 
tion 
for 
retirem ent, 
which 
should In'gin. Crumb says seri­ 
ously. around the third grade. 
But 
is 
any bod > 
qualified to 
teach it? 
H IE R K \KK books, periodi­ 
cals. television programs for 
children and young people. The 
special interests of those we 
call "senior citizens" are large­ 
ly ignored Why do books have 
so little to say about old peo­ 
ple? Andre (Jide once wrote, "I 
believe it is because the old can 
no longer write them and be­ 
cause when one is young one 
does not bother with the old. An 
elderly man — he no longer 
interests anyone at all,” 
In the study. “ The Coming of 
Age 
Simone de Beauvoir goes 
so far as to suggest that the 
prevailing attitude toward the 
“ nonactive'' is: “ They have 
neither the same needs nor the 
same feelings as other men.” 
\mid 
all 
these prejudices, 
these false 
beliefs, how can 
retirement be made creative'.’ 
It becomes an individual, an 
almost aristocratic, act to insist 
upon the values of leisure as 
well as activity, the values of 
tradition as well as novelty. 
And if .is at this point that 
people like Florida Seott-Max- 
well speak with the voice of the 
pioneer 
“ We 
have reached,” she 
writes for all the “ nonactive," 
the place beyond resignation.” 
Then she declares the birth­ 
right of maturity To engage in 
the “ rich and searing process 
of gathering a center." 
Mrs. Scott-Maxweli was born 
in Florida and educated, for the 
most part, privately. At IB she 
went on the stage. At 29 she left 
the theater to become a short- 


story 
writer and playwright. 
She1 married a Scotsman and 
raised a family in her hus­ 
band s country while continuing 
to write and to work for wom­ 
an's suffrage. 
At 50 she began another ca­ 
reer. studying under Jung to 
become an analytical psycholo­ 
gist and practicing well into her 
70s. 
At 82 she sat down to exam­ 
ine out loud “ creative" retire­ 
ment “ A notebook,” she decid­ 
ed. "might be the very thing for 
all of the old who wave away 
crossword puzzles, painting, pe­ 
tit point, and knitting." The 
result in her case is a remarka­ 
ble journal; "The Measure of 
My Days.” 
Mrs. Scott-Maxwell has bril­ 
liantly distinguished the oppor­ 
tunity from the predicament of 
retirement. “ Age," she writes. 
“ is more than a disability. It is 
an intense and varied experi­ 
ence, almost beyond our capac­ 
ity at times, but something to

19B0 and 1971 the 
proportion of all minority wom­ 
en workers employed in profes­ 
sional and technical jobs rose 
from H to II per cent, and the 
proportion in clerical jobs rose 
from 9 to 22 per cent. 


Over the same 11-year period, 
the proportion in private house­ 
hold work decreased from 25 to 
17 per cent. The median wage 
nr salary income of women of 
minority races employed full 
time year around rose from

My doctor say s m ariju ana is 
a k ind of g rass; many g rasses 
initiate hay fev er a tta c k s ; 
therefore it’s q u ite possible y ou 
e6 n be allerg ic to pot. 


As for sk in problems, H. L. 
H erschensohn, M.D., a well 
k nown 
medical writer, 
say s, 
“ Mariju ana has a bad effect on 
the sebaceou s g lands so that 
pimples, w ater blisters, black - 
heids, inflamed 
nodu les and 
ini?cted cy sts occu r. . It is al­ 
so k nown to cau se seborrhea, a 
g reasy scale 
disease of the 
sk in, and dandru ff. When these 
sy mptoms occu r tog ether with 
swelling of the ey elids, m ari­ 
ju ana is a most lik ely cau se. In 
some cases, there is a swelling 
on top of the hands between the 
k nu ck les and the wrist, another 
telltale sig n of pot u se. . .A 
doctor can often tell ju st by the 
appearance of the sk in whether 
or not his patient is abu sing any 
of the mind-altering dru g s.” 


Acne was a teenag e problem 
long before pot became one, bu t 
doctors are beg inning to note a 
c or r e l a t i on be tw e e n h e a v y 
u sers and stu bborn blemishes, 
Dr. Herschensohn adds in his 
new spaper colu m n, “ M edical 
Memos.” - HELEN

I am sway -back ed and need 
y ou r help. Since I'm sewing my 
own clothes. I am more particu ­ 
lar abou t the fitting than I was 
when I pu rchased them. Now I 
am v ery aware of the way the 
back of my dresses fit and hope 
y ou can g iv e me a few tips. 
MRS. L.P. 
DEAR MRS L P.: 
Most women tend to ov erfit 
the sway back area. This only 
cau ses ex tra attention to the 
shape of y ou r body , and be­ 
sides, it is impossible to shape 
a piece of fabric to conform. 
Instead, choose a pattern that 
will disg u ise this fig u re fau lt 
(and y ou a re ce rtainly not 
alone). I wou ld av oid a sk impy 
cu t dress or sk irt. A dress with 
a slig htly raised waistline and a 
little soft g athers instad of 
darts cou ld be one solu tion. 
When mak ing a sk irt, if y ou 


cu t a facing of the sk irt fabric 
instead of the conv ention 
1 


waistband, it will fit better. You 
can cu rv e the back of the waist­ 
line slig htly and it will lay nice 
and smooth-. 


Whether it's a fitted sk irt or a 
dress withou t g athers. I wou ld 
alway s recommend y ou u se a 
slig htly heav ier u nderlining or 
a separate lining besides the 
u nderlining . This will g iv e a 
little ex tra body to this part of 
the g arm ent 
and prev ent 
it 
cu rv ing or sink ing into the 
cu rv e of y ou r body . 
It will 
disg u ise y ou r fig u re fau lt. 


DEAR EUNICE. 
I try to follow the newest 
fashions bu t simply can't see 
my self in those sleev es with the 
pu ffy caps. I ag ree they look 
cu te on the y ou ng er g als, bu t 
not for more matu re women. I 
lov e some of the patterns and 
wonder if I can't chang e these 
sleev es and su bstitu te sleev es 
with the smooth cap. 
MRS. V.L. 
DEAR MRS. V.L.: 
If the sleev e seems to be cu t 
with a normal shou lder, there is 
no reason y ou can’t su bstitu te 
the sleev e pattern. You mu st 
also check the shape of the 
armhole. 


This is a simple procedu re. 
Tak e the bodice front and back 
from the sam e pattern that has 
the sleev e y ou want to u se. Lay 
the bodice ov er the orig inal 
bodice, check ing the cu t of the 
armhole and the width of the 
shou lder and u nderarm. In oth­ 
er words, the armhole m u st be 
cu t to fit the sleev e y ou are 
u sing . When they are identical, 
y ou may proceed with cu tting 
the new sleev e and setting it 
into the armhole. 


FOR THE professional look 
in set-in sleev es, y ou will want 
to follow Eu nice F a rm e r’s illu s­ 
trated instru ctions in her in­ 
formativ e book let “ All Abou t 
Sleev es.”

MARIN NOW'S DEMANDS 


Wo me n Ma rch On Civic Ce n te r 


A deleg ation from the Marin 
chapter of the National Org ani­ 
zation for Women m a rc h e d 
throu g h the Marin Cou nty Civ ic 
Center y esterday and taped a 
list of sev en demands for eq u al 
employ ment opportu nities 
for 
women to the door of the board 
of su perv isors chambers. 


On 
the 
ev e 
of 
W om en's 
Eq u ality Day , chapter spok es­ 
women 
u rg ed 
the cou nty 
to 
open jobsat all lev els to women 
on an eq u al basis with men. 
They u rg ed the cou nty to e m ­ 
ploy more women and minority 
g rou p persons in its better jobs. 
The 
NOW 
m e m bers 
also- 
ask ed that the cou nty appoint a 
fu ll-time affirmativ e action offi­ 
cer to implement the affirm a­ 
tiv e action plan su g g ested by 
the sta te F a ir E m ploy m ent 
Practices Commission, and the 
spok esw om en called for th e 
cou nty to immediately come u p 
with g oals and timetables for 
the hiring and promotion of 
women and minority persons 
for all cou nty departm ents and 
for middle and topou nty jobs. 
Marin NOW has carried on a 
two-y ear campaig n for eq u ality 
by the cou nty in hiring and 
promoting women to its better 
jobs, according to NOW chapter 
president Barbara Hosmer. 


In 1970 the chapter su rv ey ed 
cou nty employ ment rolls and 
fou nd that women held larg ely 
clerical positions. The women 
who did hold hig her lev el posi­ 
tions were mainly in “ tradition­ 
al” women's departm ents, Pu b­ 
lic Social Serv ice and health, 
she said. 
On 
April 
1, 
197 1, 
NOW 
brou g ht its complaint ag ainst 
the cou nty to the FEPC, which 
v oted to u ndertak e an affirm a­ 
tiv e action stu dy of Marin’s 
employ ment 
patterns 
and 
to 
req u est the cou nty to em bark 
on a plan to hire and u pg rade 
women and minority persons. 
The cou nty board of su perv i­ 
sors accepted the FEPC report 
this y ear and v oted to beg in an 
action plan. 
Bu t, Ms. Hosmer said, the 
cou nty has g iv en the m atter lip 
serv ice r a th e r th an action. 
NOW m em bers who spok e at 
the board of su perv isors’ work ­ 
shop with the personnel com ­ 
mission last 
month said the 
cou nty 's intention to mak e its 
cu rrent personnel director also 
the affirmativ e action officer 
represented a conflict of inter­ 
ests and proof that the cou nty - 


intended to do v ery little in the 
way of affirmativ e action. 
Jam es H. Mason of the F EPC 
affirmativ e action office ag reed 
that a fu lltime officer shou ld be 
hired who had special k nowl­ 
edg e of employ ment problems 
of women and minorities. 


The su perv isors disa g re e d, 
stating they intend to appoint 
the cu rrent personnel director 
also as affirmativ e action offi­ 
cer. as recommended by the 
cou nty personnel commission 
The NOW demands inclu de 
recru itment and training for 
women and minority persons. 


“ We will continu e to press 
these demands for as long as it 
ta k e s ," 
Mrs. H osm er said. 
“ Ou r aim is to mak e the cou nty 
an eq u al opportu nity employ er 
in deed as well as word. We all 
pay the tax es fhat su pport it, 
and women and minority g rou p 
persons hav e the ability and 
rig ht to be* trained and hired for 
its jobs at all lev els.” 


She pointed ou t that Au g . 26 
is the 5 2nd anniv ersary of wom­ 
en’s su ffrag e in America and 
that it was “ hig h time that, 
women hav e job eq u ality .”

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Post Sees Big Gap 
Caused By Initiative 


SACRAMENTO TPI> - Leg­ 
islative Analyst A Alan Post 
yesterday said passage of the 
Watson property tax limitation 
initiative in November would 
cause a $1.3 billion revenue gap 
for state and local govern­ 
ments. 
Under the initiative. Post said 
state revenues would increase 
by $1.85 billion but spending 
would go up $2.2 billion, leaving 
an annual gap of $372 million. 
He said school spending by 
local governments would be re­ 
duced by $771 million under the 
initiative hut it mandates no 
financing method to offset the 
reduction. 
Post also said city and county 
revenues would drop by $90 
million. 
The Watson measure would 
impose a $7 per $100 assessed 
valuation limit on property tax­ 
es and provide for other drastic 
changes in state and local tax­ 
i’s. 
Last fall Post forecast a $909 
million loss in state revenue 
would result with passage of 
the measure. Several weeks 
ago he revised the figure down­ 
ward to $100 million. 
In his latest analysis of the 
initiative. Post further reduced 
the estimated state revenue gap 
to $372 million in revenue to be 
gained because Gov. Ronald 
Reagan vetoed a sales tax mea­ 
sure. 
The vetoed legislation would 
have applied the new sales tax 
on gasoline solely on the cost of 
the gasoline and not on the 
excise tax portion of the cost. 
Post also estimated at $7:1.2 
million the cost of Prop. 15. the 
initiative to restrict the gover­ 
nor's veto power on state em­ 
ployes' pay raises. The esti­ 
mate on the increased salary 
costs was based on 1972-73 fig­ 
ures assuming the measure had 
been in effect.

Cnder the measure, salary 
recommendations by the state 
Personnel Board. University of 
California Regents and State 
College Board of Trustees 
would go into the budget for 
legislative approval. 
He also estimated:

16, the initiative requir­ 
ing that state highway patrol 
salaries be the same as those of 
top local police officers.

Young Survivors 
In Holocaust Get

WOODLAND (UPI) - A $2.29 
million settlement has been 
awarded to two youngsters who 
were permanently disfigured in 
a fire three years ago which 
claimed the lives of eight mem­ 
bers of their family. 


The settlement approved ear­ 
lier this week will go to Sharon 
Lambert. 1 3 , and her brother, 
.Jesse, 1 2 . It was believed to be 
the largest settlement of its 
kind in Yolo County. 
The fire in the Lambert fami­ 
ly's wooden-frame home near 
Knights Landing took the lives 
of the youngsters’ parents, five 
brothers and sisters and a 
grandfather. 


According to investigators, 
the fire broke out when the 
parents were painting the bath­ 
room in the home. 
Attorneys for the children 
based their damage suit case 
on unsafe conditions in the 
house, illegal installation and

flame” water heater and insuf­ 
ficient labeling regarding the 
highly volatile nature of paint 
being used by the Lamberts. 


Defendants in the suit were 
River Garden Farms, Par Gas, 
Van Gas and Fuller O'Brien 
Paint Co. River Garden Farms, 
owner of the home, will pay the 
bulk of the settlement.

Four Ways Are Mentioned To 
Outwit An Allergy To Ragweed 


There arc four ways to outwit an allergy to 
ragweed: Run. hide, take medicine, or be 
desensitized 
‘‘Escapees" usually go where there is no 
ragweed and the pollen count never exceeds 
10 These hay fever havens are well-knowm 
and lists are available for those who wish to 
escape local pollen. 
Northern woods and the mountains are 
favorite spots. Other prefer Miami or a long 
sea voyage. 
There is no ragweed in the 
Southwest, but other weeds are 
present that may bother the 
‘ hayfeverite." 
You can hide from pollen by 
remaining in an air-conditioned 
room in which pollens are fil­ 
tered out. Never go outdoors 
without a mask at the height of 
the season: otherwise, pollen 
will enter the nose. 


M ANY E X C E L L E N T reme­ 
dies are available to control the 
symptoms. Among the most 
popular are antihistam ines, 
such as Benadryl and Pyriben- 
zamine, 
and

ucts, such as Privine, Neo-Sy-

info the nose, also is available 
Adrenal steroids (cortisone 
and prednisone) are effective, 
hut their prolonged use leads to 
disagreeable side effects As a 
result, many physicians admin 
ister steroids only during the 
two or three weeks when the 
pollen count is highest. 


D E S E N S ITIZ A TIO N is the 
most logical way to handle the 
problem, but it is not always 
the most practicable or effec­ 
tive 
The procedure has the 
advantage of delaying the de­ 
velopment of asthma and other 
complications of hay fever, or 
even protecting the victim 
against these disorders. 
One of the most popular 


methods of desensitization con­ 
sists of weekly injections of 
pollen extracts that increase 
the person’s tolerance to the 
airborne offenders. 
The best 
time to start is three months 
before the beginning of the sea­ 
son 
Other methods consist of 
periodic injections thruout the 
year 
There also is a single 
injection technic.

A religious awakening doesn't 
always have to be an earth- 
shaking, mind-bending experi­ 
ence. 
To Georgie Lee,

convert bible-quoting funda­ 
mental Christianity, commit­ 
ment to religion came after a 
long period of trying and reject­ 
ing other religions.

a long time,” said the animated 
25-year-old. modishly attired in 
wire-rim glasses and a granny 
dress. 
Her conversion last year to 
an evangelical, Jesus-centered 
Christianity, she said, was an 
alternative to having no belief 
at all. 
She described herself as an 
“ ordinary messed-up person, 
not much different from other 
lost people.” 
“ I was too old to be a hip­ 
pie,” she said, “ and too young 
to be part of the establish­ 
ment.” 
She grew- up in San Francis­ 
co, the product of what she 
termed a conservative Chinese 
family, tried City College of 
San Francisco for a year, and 
gave it up for beauty school. 
Until her conversion more 
than 14 months ago, she had 
daddled in psychedelic drugs 
and Eastern religions while 
maintaining a hairdresser’s job 
in a Tiburon beauty shop and 
modeling clothes for her fash­ 
ion designer brother. 
After she “ became a Chris­ 
tian.” she said, she rejected 
modeling because it was a “ self 
centered” activity. 
She also gave up the house 
she shared in San Anselmo with 
several other young people and 
moved back to her parents’ 
home in San Francisco. 
She was converted by a 
friend who read to her a small 
yellow pamphlet entitled “ Four 
Spiritual Laws.” Disseminated 
by Campus Crusade for Christ, 
a California-based evangelical 
group geared to young people, 
the pamphlet views human be­ 
havior in biblical terms.

OF GOD AND MAN 
The Ones Who 
Ignore Jesus

The notion is widely held that 
mood” to 
acts of religious devotion are 
more sincere and meaningful if 
they are entirely spontaneous. 
That's debatable. 


Spontaneity of religious ex­ 
pression undoubtedly has some 
great advantages. It guards us 
against the hypocrisy of doing 
things, such as going to church, 
because we re expected to. It 
also forestalls the sterility of 
doing things, such as saying 
grace before meals, out of 
sheer habit. 
But those who engage in acts 
of worship only when they feel 
“ in the mood” are disregarding 
the example of Jesus, the 
teaching of the Bible and the 
experience of a long line of 
saints. 
, Jesus treasured spontaneous 
acts of devotion. But he knew 
that a man’s mood may be 
affected by many things, such 
as illness, fatigue or adversity. 
And he also knew that it is 
precisely in such low xoments 
that men most need to turn ot 
G<>d for comfort and guidance. 
So he set an example of disci­ 
plines regularity in worship. 
From wtat he did, as well as 
what he taught, we know that 
Jesus believed in attending 
worship services every Sab­ 
bath. He also set aside time for 
private prayers and medita­ 
tions every day. 
The same viewpoint is re­ 
flected in the Bible, especially 
m the letters of St. Paul. Paul 
admonished members of early 
Christian communities to be 
“ constant” — i.e., regular — in 
prayer. No one knew better 
than Paul how easy it is to 
become so distracted by other 
concerns — ot just frivolous 
pleasures but important duties 
— that one never feels “ in the 


take time out for 
quiet communion with God. So 
he insisted that regular periods 
must be set aside — and kept 
inviolate — for prayer and 
meditation. 


Many great saints, including 
St. Augustine, St. Francis and 
St. Theresa of Avila, recorded 
in their memoirs that they often 
went through spells of “ dry­ 
ness” when they felt absolutely 
devoid of any spontaneous de­ 
votion to God. But they learned 
from experience that persever­ 
ance in worship when you least 
feel like it is the highest form of 
devotion because it is an act of 
pure obedience, a deliberate 
subjection of your own will to 
God’s will. 


Another reason for regularity 
in prayer. Bible reading and 
church attendance is that you 
never can tell, in advance, 
when some word, sentence or 
incident will suddenly illumi­ 
nate your mind and lift up your 
spirit. It can happen unexpect­ 
edly, unforeseeably, in the 
midst of the dullest sermons, or 
during private devotions which 
you had to drive yourself to 
make. 
Spontaneity is a fine thing, 
and there is merit to the con­ 
tention of Pentecostals, and 
young people in the Jesus 
movement, that there ought to 
be room for spontaneous acts of 
worship in all church services. 
But the testimony of Jesus and 
the saints is that spontaneous 
upwellings of love for God are 
most likely to occur in the 
context of lives ruled by a 
discipline of daily devotion.

The crusade claims that 25 
million of the little yellow pam­ 
phlets have been distributed. 
“ I was looking for something 
to hit the spot,” she said, “ and 
this was it.” 
Her next step was finding a 
church. After rejecting a Jesus 
commune in San Francisco, she 
settled on the Marin Evangeli­ 
cal Free Church of San Rafael. 
She joined after hearing Rev. 
Samuel Walberg, the church’s 
pastor, preach at a Billy Gra­ 
ham rally. 
She attends the church twice 
on Sunday and on Tuesday 
evenings.

’72, a kind of Woodstock for 
young Jesus people. The confer­ 
ence, Campus Crusade for 
Christ, was an outpouring of 
zeal by 80,000 young religious 
enthusiasts. “ It was a time for 
sharing,” she said. 
Attendence at the conference 
— which cost her $250 — sharp­ 
ened her evangelical skills. 
Now, she said, she has a sixth 
sense about whom to approach 
in the street to deliver im­ 
promptu testimony. Cynicism 
and hostility are met with a 
prayer. 
She combines hair styling 
with soul saving, telling cus­ 
tomers unhappy with their per­ 
sonal life to “ have faith and 
things will work out.” 
“ It’s just so neat,” she said 
last week in Walberg’s study. 
“ It's like boxes within boxes. 
Every time you open one, 
there’s another waiting to be 
opened.”

JE RU S A L E M iAP> - The 
fight between the Whites and 
Reds of Russia is till going on 
in Jerusalem. 
Both sides maintain churches 
in the holy city. 
The Soviet Ecclesiastical Mis­ 
sion, with about 100 nuns and a 
few priests, has been based 
since 1948 in a compound and 
the Church of St. John the 
Baptist in a Jewish suburg. One 
of the nuns, the Soviets say, is 
102 years old. 
The White Russians — the 
Russian Orthodox Church in 
exile — comprise about 150 
nuns and priests mostly based 
in a golden-domed church on 
the Biblical Mount of Olives. 
Now the church split, dating 
back to the 1917 Russian Revo­ 
lution. has become an issue in 
Israel’s law courts. 
Israel became involved when 
it captured old Jerusalem in the 
1967 Middle East war. 
“ Don't make waves was the 
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password,” said Saul Colbi, di­ 
rector of Christian affairs for 
Israel’s Ministry of Religion. 


The White Russians demand­ 
ed that Israel recognize their 
claims to holy places in Jewish 
Jerusalem. These, according to 
the head of the anti-Soviet Or­ 
thodox Church, Archimandrite 
Anthony Grabbe, “ We were 
forced to turn over to the 
avowedly atheistic Soviet gov­ 
ernment mission in 1948.” 


According to Colbi, the story 
is different 
“ The Whites were staunchly 
pro-Arab. When they foresaw 
Israel s imminent takeover of 
West Jerusalem in 1948, they 
fled to the Arab sector. 


“ When the official Soviet mis­ 
sion requested the properties, 
they were turned over and on 
Dec. 31, 1948, the first batch of 
priests arrived from Moscow',” 
Colbi said. 


The White Russians have pre- 
tit ioned the government for re­ 
turn of the properties in West 
Jerusalem. 


The government declined the 
request and shunted it into the 
courts, where it has remained 
for the past four years. 
The disputed properties in­ 
clude seven churches, half a 
dozen tracts in Jerusalem and 
about 10 more pieces of land 
throughout the country. Togeth­ 
er. thev are worth a fortune.

He won th e h op, step, and a 
jump competition in th e first 
modem Oly mpics h eld in Ath ­ 
ens back in 18 96. 
But no ch eering th rongs or 
big brass bands greeted th e 
ath lete wh en h e returned h ome 
in tnum ph to Boston. He was 
practically 
ignored 
In th ose 
day s, Oly mpic gold-medal win­ 
ners were not th e celebnties 
th ey are now. 
In fact, Connolly , a soph o­ 
more at Harvard University , 
almost didn’t make it to th e 
Oly mpics. His dean refused h im 
permission to leave classes so 
h e could compete in Ath ens. 
Young Connolly finally h ad to 
quit sch ool 
In addition, h e h ad to pay h is 
own way to Greece. He repre­ 
sented “th e little Suffolk Ath let­ 
ic Club’’ in h is h ometown of 
South Boston, and th e organiza 
tion didn't 
hav e a penny in its 
treasury . 
Connolly later wrote: “ Only 
one American college (Prince­ 
ton) and one ath letic club be­ 
sides my own, th e Boston Ath ­ 
le t i c 
A s s o c i a t i o n, 
w e r e 
represented on th at first Oly m­ 
pic team 
“ Bob Garrett in th e discus, 
and sh ot put, th e broad and 
h igh jumps; Herb Jamieson in 
th e 400 meter; Frank Lane in 
th e 100 meter; and A1 Ty ler in 
th e pole vault were th e Prince­ 
ton entries. T V Boston club 
entered th e great Tom Burke in 
th e 100 and 400 meters; Arth ur 
Blake in th e 8 00 meters; Tom 
Curtis in th e h urdles; Ellery 
Clarke in th e h igh , broad, and 
h op, step, and jump; and Bill 
Hoy t in th e pole vault.” 
Th e first American Oly mpic 
squad left New York on March 
20 aboard a German steamer 
and reach ed Ath ens 17 day s 
later. 
Wrote Connolly : “ It was nine

we 
reach ed our h otel in Ath ens. 
Tom Burke and I roomed to­ 
geth er. About four o’clock we

As head of Stanford Universi­ 
ty's department of communica­ 
tion and journlistic studies for 
27 years prior to his retirement 
from that post in 1961, Chick 
Bush probabh influenced more 
improvement 
in 
California 
newspapers than any other sin­ 
gle* human being. 
More than a generation ago, 
he organized what become the 
annual Stanford conference for 
California editors, bringing 
them together to exchange in­ 
formation and meet with na­ 
tionally known journalistic in­ 
novators. Most who attended 
the conferences went away 
with new ideas and inspiration 
for producing better newspa­ 
pers. 
About two decades ago. the 
annual conference tradition 
was well enough established 
that Doctor Bush could turn it. 
over to the California Newspa­ 
per Publishers Association with 
the knowledge that it would 
endure. It has. And it still is 
the best of its kind in all the 
nation. 
When Chick Bush retired as 
head of journalism at Stanford 
in 1961, the I-J editorially ad- 
knowledged 
that 
California 
newspapers were far better for 
his having served m» long and 
effecitvely. 


THOSK 
OF I S who knew 
him personally thought Chick 
Bush would 
take a well de­ 
served rest. 
Instead, he became a consul­ 
tant on news research to the 
American Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Association. 
At Stanford, he had been a 
pioneer in the science of mea­ 
suring readership and the im­ 
pact of news on the reading 
audience. 
He had originated 
and first 
put into practice 
many now-common techniques 
for attitude measurement. He 
was the founder of the Stanford 
Institute for Public Opinion Re­ 
search. 
As ANPA research consul­ 
tant, he kept abreast of news 
research throughout the nation 
and published periodic bulletins 
reporting new developments. 
These bulletins were dissemi­ 
nated nation-wide bv AX PA to 


communications media and 
were subsequently compiled in­ 
to a series of important refer­ 
ence books. 
The influence of all this on 
the gathering and presentation 
of news throughout the nation 
is immeasurable. 
In the decade after his retire­ 
ment at 65, Doctor Bush influ­ 
enced communications media 
p e r f o r m a n c e 
i m p ro ve m e n t s 
even more widely than he did 
during his earlier years. 


CHICK BUSH ALWAYS was 
mindful that our form of self- 
government succeeds or fails 
according to how well informed 
or misinformed is our electo­ 
rate. 


With all their faults, today's 
communications 
media do a 
better-than-over job of inform­ 
ing the electorate. Chick Bush 
was an humble man; it proba­ 
bly never occured to him that 
he contributed as much or 
more to improving the public 
information flow that any other 
American of his time. 


As a 
classroom 
teacher, 
Chick Bush was not regarded 
by students as the most excit­ 
ing lecturer of the faculty But 
most graduates who emerged 
from his journalism school 
proved well prepared to face 
the challenges of the profes­ 
sion. The list of his former 
students who succeeded emi 
nently well in professional jour­ 
nalistic endeavors is endless. 
By feeding well-prepared be­ 
ginners into the news-handling 
profession, he was in another 
way doing his best to see that 
the electorate was better in­ 
formed. 


IM S IM O N K K K communica­ 
tions research was aimed at 
improving t ht* flow of meaning­ 
ful information to the citizenry. 
Unfortunately, much effort ex­ 
pended on university campuses 
today in the name of communi­ 
cations research is plain boon­ 
doggling. 
If Chick Bush's contributions 
to the discipline are to be 
remembered nowhere else, the 
deserve to be recognized in 
journalism and com m unica­ 
tions departments on college 
campuses acorss the land. 
We still need improvement m 
the methodology of keeping the 
citizenry informed 
We 
aren’t 
likely 
it) enjoy 
much improvement as the re­ 
sult of the rantings of contem­ 
porary non-constructive critics 
of the press. 
What we really need is some 
people of quiet dedication to 
follow in Chick Bush’s foot­ 
steps.

IN A PRO FORMA convention in which 
news is scarce or nonexistent the chant­ 
ing picketers are making their own 
contribution to the re-election of Presi­ 
dent Nixon.

A repression by force not only of the 
extremists but of all forms of dissent 
may be nearer the mark. This is where 
the Nixon administration, with the big 
majorities that to most Republicans here 
seem an inevitable result of the Novem­ 
ber election, will have to exercise a 
restraint that has so far not been evident. 
Why. the right-wingers demand, should 
things like the demonstration outside the 
Fontainebleau ix* allowed to go on'.’ Why 
shouldn't these people be locked up. put 
away somewhere'’ 


That is the kind of pressure that will 
mount if the Nixon triumph is as great as 
now anticipated It can find expression in 
the Department of Justice, in the courts, 
in the power of the police. 
To contain these pressures will take not 


o n l y restraint but the kind of leadership 
that President Nixon has thus far rarely 
shown. The 200th anniversary of Ameri­ 
ca's freedoms is only four years away 
and that anniversary should be a celebra­ 
tion of what those freedoms mean. 
Above all. the freedom of speech and 
worship guaranteed in the First Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution is the core of 
\merican liberty And polls have shown 
how little the average citizen understands 
and appreciates what that amendment 
means 
!'ndcrstanding can come only 
from leadership at the top

Drunks in the 
cro wd anno y and ang er him. As is the case 
with m o st co m e d ian s, W inters seldo m 
makes an attempt to be humo ro us when he’s 
no t wo rking . 
He do es, ho wev er, po ssess a sardo nic wit 
and 
a 
keen ey e and 
ear fo r mimicry . 
Heav en pro tect the man who sinks a barb in 
Jo nathan Winters when he is in a mo o d to 
respo nd. 
On the o ther hand, 
and unex pectedly , 
Winters may jump into o ne o f his characters 
and fracture a g ro up o f clo se friends with a 
few minutes o f ad lib mo no lo g ue. Just as 
quickly the mo o d subsides and he is o nce 
ag ain the shy man fro m Ohio .

On The Stereo Scene

Big Broadway musicals inevitably are converted into movie 


spectaculars but only rarely is the trend reversed and a film 
transplanted to the Broadway stage. 
Remember “ Some Like It Hot*.'” It starred Marilyn Monroe. Tony 


Curtis and Jack Lemmon in a crazy comedy that had the male 
heroes wearing women’s clothes during much of the action. Now it 
is a Broadway hit. “ Sugar.” 
Klaine Joyce has the lead role as “ Sugar" with Robert Morse and 


Tom Roberts in the parts portrayed by Curtis and Lemmon. The 
story is about the same as the movie but the stage version has an 
excellent score by Jule Styne and Bob Merrill 
As far as the original Broadway cast album (United Artists UAS- 


9905), Cyril Ritchard seems to Ik- the sentimental favorite. Ritchard, 
cast as Osgood Fielding, Jr., has only two vocals — “ November 
Song” and “ Beautiful Through and Through” — but he handles 
them so nicely and with such little effort that the listener might 
wish for more. 
Most of the songs are lively, from the opening “ Penniless Blues” 


to the fast fempoed closer, “ When You Meet a Man in Chicago" by 
Sheila Smith, the Society Syncopaters and Vocal Ensemble. 
“ Sugar” is enjoying a nice run on Broadway and probably will be 


around for some time because the music is strictly show tunes, 
written for each situation.

Marin Feels 
The Crafts 
Expl osi on 


County Fair Is One Place 


Where Impact Will Be Felt 


More craftsmen arc making 
better things that are in greater 
demand In more people. 


T hat sums up today's world 
of crafts and is particularly 
applicable to Marin County, ac­ 
cording to Jack Haehl, accom­ 
plished craftsman, high school 
teacher, design consultant, and 
crafts coordinator for the 1972 
Marin County Fair 


"T H E ( HAFT S that will be 
on display during the five days 
of the fair 
starting T hursday 
and continuing through Sept t. 
Labor Day — will be illustra 
tive of what is happening in the 
creative arts." Haehl promises 
something that is innovative 
and specific trends as the soar­ 
ing increase of interest in ce­ 
ramics during the past decade, 
and such more general patterns 
"as the now freedom that art­ 
ists enjoy to do what they want 
to do because purchasers are 
more willing to use or wear 
something that is innovative 
and different." 


Haehl teaches painting, sculp­ 
ture and crafts at T erra Linda 
High School, and also conducts 
classes in drawing and painting 
at San Quentin Prison two 
nights a week. 


UK IS ALSO a design consul­ 
tant for the Victor Equipment 
Co., makers of welding equip 
merit. 


“ T he crafts which have been 
selected for the Fair by our 
judges, and which will be 
presented in more than 40 
booths on the fairgrounds at the 
Civic Center, cover stained 
glass, leather work, 
blown 
glass, wood sculpture, weaving, 
patchwork, embroidery, cast 
jewelry, and many, many more 
activities." .Haehl says. 


“ But I think the most popular 
craft right now is ceramics,’ 
Haehl notes, “ and that's quite a 
change from, say, 10 years ago. 
when small handicraft like 
belts and rings were so popu­ 
lar.” 


“ IT 'S B E C A l'S E there is 
more money available for 
craftsmen now." Haehl ex­ 
plains that trend. “ Ceramics 
requires a wheel or an electric 
kiln, and the artists can afford 
to buy this equipment now in­ 
stead of making do with the 
small handicraft kits like we 
did in the 1950s and early 
1960s.” 
Haehl also notes that many 
craftsmen are into sculpture, 
using welding and similar in­ 
dustrial equipment, because 
companies are producing small­ 
er tool units that the artisans 
can afford. 
“ Many craftsmen are aban­ 


doning the traditional material 
like stone and wood,” Haehl 
grins, "although there are still 
some of us old fogies around 


IIA E IIL H IM SELF works in 
wood, and he was the designer 
of the eight foot mahogany-on- 
mahogany cross that decorates 
the sanctuary of the new First 
Presbvterian Church in San Ha 
tael. 


When the handsome old stone 
edifice that had served the con­ 
gregation so many years was 
razed, services were trans­ 
ferred temporarily to the social 
hall pending completion of a 
new church building. Haehl's 
impressive cross was part of a 
redecorating program to fit the 
social hall for its new role. 


"People 
nowadays 
would 
rather have a piece of original 
art or craft instead of a factory- 
made piece." Haehl asserts, 
"and this means more freedom 
and a greater market for the 
craftsman " 


II \EHL \LS<) points to the 
development of handicraft and 
art instruction in the schools as 
a reason for the "crafts explo­ 
sion.” 
"Most high schools in Marin 
are teachmg art at the college 
level.” he ays. “ Now there are 
more mature craftsmen at an 
earlier age 
“ As an example, Dan Losee 
at T erra Linda High is in the 
second year with his course in 
Creative Plastics and Woods, 
and the products which his stu­ 
dents are turning out are won­ 
derful." 
But Hael also notes that the 
craftsmen who were working 
with their hands 10 years ago 
are still around and are still 
producing items which the pub­ 
lic finds attractive. 


"P E O P L E A RE incorporat­ 
ing crafts in their lives now, 
and this is of great help to the 
artist.” Haehl says with satis­ 
faction. “ I am tremendously 
pleased with the variety and 
the quality of the crafts we will 
display at the Fair because I 
believe the artists who are rep­ 
resented will offer a compre-

The Owls have no big ambi­ 
tions for a busier engagement 
schedule or for recordings. “ We 
are satisfied doing .just what we 
are doing now." Combs says. 
“ We don’t care to play any 
oftener. But the one thing we 
are interested in is playing 
better and better. And we think 
our music is improving steadi­ 
ly '' 


THE 
OWLS come equipped 
with “ first class instruments 
which easily exceed $5.000 in 
their total value. Included arc 
amplifiers used only when play­ 
ing in a very large hall or 
gymnasium, or for the piano 
during outdoor performances. 


If no piano is available at the 
concert site, the Owls use in­ 
stead as pianist Rod Roberts’ 
instrument an electric organ 
belonging to Tom Ixips. 


The Owls wear natty red 
vests as a regular part of their 
perform ance attire. White 
shirts and white pants complete 
their costumes. Sometimes der­ 
by hats are worn as well in the 
spirit of the Dixieland music. 


THE D IXIELAND rep< ‘rtoire 
includes such traditional tunes 
as “ When the Saints Come 
Marching Home." “ St. James' 
Infirmary," “ Alexander’s Rag­ 
time Band.” “ Frankie and 
Johnnv" and “ Tin Roof Blues." 


But it also includes such 
pieces as 
Midnight in Mos­ 
cow" and “ Hello Dolly." played 
in the Dixieland style. 
What is it that distinguishes 
Dixieland from other jazz'.’ 
"The tailgate or slide trom­ 
bone and the wah-wah or muted 
trumpet." Combs and Leps 
agree 


W HILE 
M L three up-front 
instruments 
the trumpet, the 
trombone and tlit* clarinet <or 
sax 
are basic to the music, 
the trumpet, as the lead instru­ 
ment. is the key horn, they also 
agree 
In the Bay Area, they say. 
Turk Murphy 
and his band, 
based in Murphy's Earthquake 
M cGoon’s club in San Francis­ 
co. have served to keep interest 
in Dixieland alive and high. 
The Owls frequently journey 
to San Francisco and McGoon s 
to hear Murphy or traveling 
Dixieland units perform there. 
“ But my personal favorite for 
Dixieland trumpet is A1 Hirt," 
says lx‘ps “ He's a wonder." 


IN T ER EST generally in Dix­ 
ieland was in a decline, the 
Owls admit, “ until about three 
years ago. Then interest began 
to revive, and it is very much 
on the upgrade now." 
They 
credit the success of 
banjo bands — “ even at the 
ballpark" - as being a major 
factor m that reversal, at least 
in the San Francisco area. 
“ Most of us grew up with 
Dixieland music." says Combs 
of tht‘ Owls. “ We like and play- 


all kinds of music. But it is the 
Dixieland that we enjoy most. 
And which most audiences 
seem to like the best." 


VDDS LEPS: "While we are 
not at all adverse to making a 
little money, we prefer to play 
the kind of jobswhere the band 
will have fun right along with 
the audience.

Eighty five per cent of the island’s 
people of I t million are native Formo­ 
sans whose identity is buried under the 
fiction that Formosa is the Republic of 
China. Subjugated b\ Chiang Kai-shek’s 
refugee army they have very little part 
in the shaping of their government or 


their future. 
When the unseen speak, their words 
come as a shock. In this sense “ A Taste 
of Freedom" is a shocking book. It is 
like hearing the little bo\ who pointed 
out that the emperor wasn't wearing any 
clothes. Unpleasant reality is intruded 
upon comfortable illusion.

Chinese Nationalists have suppressed* 
the Formosans The People's Republic 
of China considers Formosa an offshore' 
province. The Japanese want trade with 


Mainland China and won’t jeopardize 
that goal for Formosa, and Formosan 
independence as yet has no place in the 
United States’ changing China policy 
which still needs the illusion of “ two 
Chinas ’’ 
Formosan |x*op!e are descendents of 
Southern Chinese frontiersmen who fled' 
Fukien and Kwangtung provinces for the 
jungles of Formosa, in order to improve 
their impoverished lot. Well into the 19th 
Century Formosa was a disease-ridden 
pirates' den. The fading Manchu dynasty 
forbade immigration to Formosa until 
1 S7i>. but could not halt the illegal flow of 
immigrants. The Japanese reign, begin­ 
ning in 1X95. was no gentler but was 
more efficient. Public health was vastly 
.improved because bugs and bacteria do 
not distinguish between conqueror and 
conquered. 


The Nationalists, driven from the 
Chinese Mainland in 1919. fled to Formo­ 
sa, bringing corruption, monolithic gov­ 
ernment 
and the secret police with 
them. The rulers of Formosa have 
changed three times since 1895, but the 
condition of the native population as a 
second class citizenry has remained 
constant. 


In “ A Taste of Freedom,” Peng, 
recent 1> escaped from Taiwan and now 
teaching at the University of Michigan, 
makes \ isible the plight of the Formosan 
people. 


Visibility won’t bring much immediate 
help to the Formosans but it will help 
readers to understand a little known but 
very touchy facet of Far Eastern affairs 
with which our newly emerging China 
policy must cope.

Patricia Highsmith’s psychol­ 
ogical depth is such that her 
characters are rarely pleasant. 
In “ A Dog’s Ransom” she 
presents us with a chilling com­ 
pany of creeps that outdoes her 
previous casts in sheer noi­ 
someness and despicability.

The Eskimo Kayak 
Built O f Plywood 


For a lightweight, easily propelled watercraft, the Eskimo's 
kayak has proven difficult to improve upon. 
David Jordan and Edwin Monk, however, have made certain 
adjustments to make the dependable work boat of the Eskimo suited 
to our recreation purposes. 
One big revision: Whereas the Eskimo builds his kayak of whale 
bone and walrus hide, Jordan and Monk call for the far more 
readily available plywood. 
So they call their craft the “ plyak.” 
The plan is part of a fleet of plywood boats designed for the 
American Fir Plywood Assn. of Tacoma, Wash The plyak is 11 feet 
three inches long, has a 30-inch beam and weighs approximately 40 
pounds. 
The estimate is that it can be built in 40 man hours of labor at a 
cost of about $100. 
When launched, it makes an excellent one-man boat with possibly 
one child to “ crew.” 
The directions include step-by-step illustrations, as well as 
diagrams and construction notes, plus instructions on how to choose 
plywood for marine use, so that you can’t go wrong.

Concerning the size condition­ 
er to buy, the booklet notes 
there are several methods for 
determining the proper size, 
taking into consideration such 
factors as size of the room, heat 
from the sun, effects of expo­ 
sures, proximity to roof, and 
the time of day that cooling is 
most needed A bedroom would 
have one requirement, a living 
room another. 
Dealers have charts you may 
use as a guideline. To use them 
you must know the measure­ 
ments of the room, and deter­ 
mine whether conditions will be 
extra hot-such as the top floor 
of a house with an uninsulated 
roof, or one where windows 
face south or west, or if there 
are large room openings, or 
where there are many summer 
days over 95 degrees. 
For a room where cooling is 
needed primarily at night, the 
Emerson chart has a column 
marked bedroom Other situa­ 
tions call for normal cooling 
capacity. 


FOR BEST RESULTS, the 
booklet recommends, select a 
conditioner having cooling ca­ 
pacity rating as close as possi­ 
ble to the estimated load, deter­ 
mined by consulting the chart. 
If your requirement is between 
two BTU designations - for ex­ 
ample, if the chart says you 
need 13,000 BTU and units of 
12,000 and 14,000 are the only 


ones available - it is advisible 
to choose the unit with the 
smaller cooling capacity. 
An oversized unit, operating 
intermittently, is less desirable 
than a slightly undersized unit 
that would operate almost con­ 
tinuously. 
You get better dehumidifica- 
tion with a smaller unit that is 
running most of the time than 
with a big unit that’s loafing 
half the time. 


ANOTHER T I P worth consid­ 
ering: Your home layout may 
lend itself to an alternate ar­ 
rangement - a pair of smaller 
units strategically located in 
the areas where maximum 
cooling is desired - rather than 
one large model. This often is a 
practical solution to a long, 
narrow room or an L-shaped 
living room and dinette combi­ 
nation, or a floor plan that 
requires the cooled air to run 
around corners. 
Although, ideally, central air 
conditioning gives the finest 
whole-house cooling, there often 
is a way to achieve a reasona­ 
ble substitute by using a large 
window unit, the warm air dis­ 
tribution equipment already in 
your house and some ingenuity.

GOP Campaign Law 
Violation Is Hinted 


Report Referred To 
Justice Department 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In a report inspired by 
alleged bugging of Democratic national headquar­ 
ters, the General Accounting Office today referred 
to the Justice Department “ apparent and possible 
violations“ of the new federal campaign law by 
President Nixon’s reelection organization.

check and four M exican b ank 
checks totalling $89,000 w e re 
spent, along w ith the c o m m it­ 
te e ’s failure to disclose the d e ­ 
tails of the expenditures in a 
Ju n e 10 report. The four checks 
w ere draw n on the B anco Inter- 
nacional of Mexico City to the 
o rd e r of Sr. M anuel Ogarrio, a

Booby Trap Bomb 


Kills Two In Ireland 


B E L F A S T (U P I)—A booby- 
trapped automobile exploded 
today near a border village, 
killing two part-time Ulster De 
fense Regiment (UDR) soldiers 
the army said. 
Minutes later an army truck 
carrying 13 troopers hit a land 
mine as it rushed to the scene 
smashing 
the 
vehicle 
and 
hurling its occupants into a 
ditch. Most escaped with minor 
injuries, an army spokesman 
said. 
“ It was a well planned am­ 
bush,” said one officer ‘‘they 
really must have thought this 
one out.” 
At least three more deaths 
were discovered today, bring 
the death toll in the province in 
three years to 536. 
Police found the body of a 
bound and gagged man in the 
mixed Catholic-Protestant Old 
Park area of Belfast. He had 
been shot to death 
At least two other persons 
were killed in a pre-dawn bomb 
explosion at Downatrick County 
Down racetrack, authorities 
said. 


Authorities declined to specu­ 
late whether one of the race­ 
track victims might have been 
the bomber killed by his own 
bomb going off prematurely. 
They said so far only parts of a 
body had been found. 
The army said a four-man 
I I)R patrol spotted four men 
running from a car on a lonely- 
country lane just north of En­ 
niskillen. 72 miles southwest of 
Belfast, shortly after midnight. 


The patrol parked 75 yards 
from the car and two soidiers 
gave cover while the other two 
approached it. As soon as they 
touched the vehicle, it explod­ 
ed, killing them instantly, the 
spokesman said. 
Almost immediately, a regu­ 
lar army four-ton truck travel­ 
ing nearby hit a landmine in 
the road as it rushed to the 
scene. 
In the past week, landmines 
in border towns and on border 
roads have killed four British 
soldiers. Other mines have been 
uncovered and defused.

out of exile, held a tearful and 
jubilant reunion with hundreds 
of Hungarian refugees today at 
the start of a weekend celebra­ 
tion for the 1.000th anniversary 
of St. Stephen. 
Mindzenty, who ended 15 
years of exile in the I S. Em­ 
bassy in Budapest at Pope 
Pauls Vi's personal request 10 
months ago, met briefly in the 
airport chapel with Hungarians 
now living in Western Europe. 
He joined in singing the Hun­ 
garian anthem. 
"I would like to take the 
opportunity to express my grat­ 
itude and appreciation for all 
the help and support to the 
Hungarian people following two 
world wars." the cardinal said.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (UPI) 
—Vice President Spiro T. Ag­ 
new told the national Veterans 
of Foreign Wars convention 
Friday that Sen.

McGovern’s proposal of general 
amnesty for draft dogers would 
"tear the country apart." 


The vice president told cheer­ 
ing VFW delegates President 
Nixon opposes any general, un­ 
conditional amnesty without 
penalty for those who evaded 
the draft during the Vietnam 
War. 


Agnew was loudly applauded 
16 times during his appearance. 
McGovern, who addressed the 
same convention Thursday, was 
appluaded at the start and end 
of his speech but there was 
silence in between. 


A general amnesty, Agnew 
said, could undermine the na­ 
tion's draft laws, which may be 
vital in the future defense of the 
United States. 


He said he disagreed with 
McGovern's viewr "that the is­ 
suance of a general amnesty 
would bring the country togeth­ 
er." 
"It seems to me that this kind 
of amnesty would tear the cour- 
ty apart." he said. "It would 
anger, and I believe rightly so. 
the millions of Americans who 
have served honorably in our 
armed forces and the tens of 
millions whose sons and hus­ 
bands and other relatives have 
been or now are in uniform."

Is there such a thing as being 
allergic to marijuana0 And is it 
true that it can cause skin 
trouble? Like acne? 
I have hay fever, especially 
around lawn cuttings and cer­ 
tain flowers. My eyes water 
and turn red and I can’t get my 
breath, but this usually sim­ 
mers down to sneezing by late 
summer. 
I started smoking pot recent­ 
ly. And all my hay fever symp­ 
toms are back. Whenever I ’m 
around people who smell of it, 
my eyes pour water, unless I 
load up on hay fever pills and 
then I don’t know whether it’s 
the pot or the pills that make 
me sort of float. 
Also I ’ve noticed a lot of 
people who blow weed have bad 
acne. A friend of mine (who 
doesn’t smoke) says marijuana 
is bad for the skin. I can’t ask a 
doctor about this, so would you 
please find out for me? — 
SN EEZ Y 


DEAR SNEEZY: 
My doctor says marijuana is 
a kind of grass; many grasses 
initiate hay fever attacks; 
therefore it’s quite possible you 
rtn be allergic to pot. 


As for skin problems. H. L. 
Herschensohn. M.D., a well 
known 
medical writer, says, 
“ Marijuana has a bad effect on 
the sebaceous glands so that 
pimples, water blisters, black- 
heids, 
inflamed nodules and 
mi?cted cysts occur. . It is al­ 
so known to cause seborrhea, a 
greasy scale disease of the 
skin, and dandruff. When these 
symptoms occur together with 
swelling of the eyelids, mari­ 
juana is a most likely cause. In 
some cases, there is a swelling 
on top of the hands between the 
knuckles and the wrist, another 
telltale sign of pot use. . .A 
doctor can often tell just by the 
appearance of the skin whether 
or not his patient is abusing any 
of the mind-altering drugs.” 


Acne was a teenage problem 
long before pot became one. but 
doctors are beginning to note a 
correlation between heavy 
users and stubborn blemishes, 
Dr. Herschensohn adds in his 
newspaper column. “ Medical 
Memos.”

DEAR EUNICE, 
With the “ layered” look for 
aU types of dresses, what are 
the “ not so skinnies” going to 
do0 
MRS. M.E.H. 
DEAR MRS. M.E.H., 
We “ not so skinnies” will 
have to spend a little more time 
carefully choosing the right pat­ 
terns without sacrificing the 
new look for fall. I recommend 
the jumper dress rather than 
the skirt with all the separates. 
Jumpers are not only new for 
fall, they are much more slen­ 
derizing than skirts, which have 
a tendency to cut you off right 
in half. If you do make a skirt, 
add a vest of the same color. 
This will give you a one piece 
look. 
With the jumpers, you can 
add the skinny sweaters or 
shirtwaist blouses. You might 
even add a sleeveless vest or 
tunic, buttoned or unbottoned if 
it seems to be flattering. Jump­ 
ers are definitely part of the 
ensemble look and are usually 
teamed with a jacket or coat 
Therefore, they could also dou­ 
ble as a sleeveless dress for 
“ after 5.” 
With careful consideration, 
almost every fashion can be 
modificed for almost every fig­ 
ure, but first, you must be 
honest with yourself and ac­ 
knowledge what you have to 
work with figurewise. 


TAILOR TRIX WINNER 
Mrs. James L. Orr, Baton 
Rouge, La., is this week’s Tai­ 
lor Trix pressing board winner 
for her sewing suggestion: 
“ To solve the problem most 
home sewers find in leftover 
hem tapes, scam bindings, bias 
tapes. I place the leftover tapes 
back on the card and sew 
across the card on my sewing 
machine, using the longest 
stitch and leaving two inches of 
thread at each end. The car- 
board is so soft. I haven't found 
it harms the needle. When I 
need tape, it’s no trouble to rip 
the few stitches off the card 


and go again.” 


DEAR EUN ICE. 
I am sway-backed and need 
your help. Since I ’m sewing my 
own clothes, I am more particu­ 
lar about the fitting than I was 
when I purchased them. Now I 
am very aware of the way the 
back of my dresses fit and hope 
you can give me a few tips. 
MRS. L.P. 
D EA R MRS. L.P.: 
Most women tend to overfit 
the sway back area. This only 
causes extra attention to the 
shape of your body, and be­ 
sides, it is impossible to shape 
a piece of fabric to conform. 
Instead, choose a pattern that 
will disguise this figure fault 
(and you are certainly not 
alone). I would avoid a skimpy 
cut dress or skirt. A dress with 
a slightly raised waistline and a 
little soft gathers mstad of 
darts could be one solution 
When making a skirt, if you 


cut a facing of the skirt fabric 
instead of the convention 
1 


waistband, it will fit better. You 
can curve the back of the waist­ 
line slightly and it will lay nice 
and smootlr. 


Whether it's a fitted skirt or a 
dress without gathers, I would 
always recommend you use a 
slightly heavier underlining or 
a separate lining besides the 
underlining. This will give a 
little extra body to this part of 
the garment and prevent it 
curving or sinking into the 
curve of your body. It will 
disguise your figure fault. 


D EAR EUNICE. 
I try to follow the newest 
fashions but simply can't see 
myself in those sleeves with the 
puffy caps. I agree they look 
cute on the younger gals, but 
not for more mature women. I 
love some of the patterns and 
wonder if I can’t change these 
sleeves and substitute sleeves 
with the smooth cap. 
MRS. V.L. 
D EAR MRS. V.L.: 
If the sleeve seems to be cut 
with a normal shoulder, there is 
no reason you can’t substitute 
the sleeve pattern. You must 
also check the shape of the 
armhole. 


This is a simple procedure. 
Take the bodice front and back 
from the same pattern that has 
the sleeve you want to use. Lay 
the bodice over the original 
bodice, checking the cut of the 
armhole and the width of the 
shoulder and underarm. In oth­ 
er words, the armhole must be 
cut to fit the sleeve you are 
using. When they are identical, 
you may proceed with cutting 
the new sleeve and setting it 
into the armhole.

A delegation from the Marin 
chapter of the National Organi­ 
zation for Women marched 
through the Marin County Civic 
Center yesterday and taped a 
list of seven demands for equal 
employment opportunities for 
women to the door of the board 
of supervisors chambers. 


On 
the eve of Women's 
Equality Day, chapter spokes­ 
women urged the county to 
open jobsat all levels to women 
on an equal basis with men. 
They urged the county to em­ 
ploy more women and minority 
group persons in its better jobs. 
The 
NOW 
members 
also- 
asked that the county appoint a 
full-time affirmative action offi­ 
cer to implement the affirma­ 
tive action plan suggested by 
the state Fa ir Employment 
Practices Commission, and the 
spokeswomen called for the 
county to immediately come up 
with goals and timetables for 
the hiring and promotion of 
women and minority persons 
for all county departments and 
for middle and topounty jobs. 
Marin NOW has carried on a 
two-year campaign for equality 
by the county in hiring and 
promoting women to its better 
jobs, according to NOW chapter 
president Barbara Hosmer. 


In 1970 the chapter surveyed 
county employment rolls and 
found that women held largely 
clerical positions. The women 
who did hold higher level posi­ 
tions were mainly in “ tradition­ 
al” women's departments, Pub­ 
lic Social Service and health, 
she said. 
On 
April 
1. 
1971, 
NOW 
brought its complaint against 
the county to the FEPC , which 
voted to undertake an affirma­ 
tive action study of Marin’s 
employment patterns and to 
request the county to embark 
on a plan to hire and upgrade 
women and minority persons. 
The county board of supervi­ 
sors accepted the FEPC report 
this year and voted to begin an 
action plan. 
But, Ms. Hosmer said, the 
county has given the matter lip 
service rather than action. 
NOW members who spoke at 
the board of supervisors’ work­ 
shop with the personnel com­ 
mission last month said the 
county's intention to make its 
current personnel director also 
the affirmative action officer 
represented a conflict of inter­ 
ests and proof that the county 


intended to do very little in the 
way of affirmative action. 
James H. Mason of the FEPC 
affirmative action office agreed 
that a fulltime officer should be 
hired who had special knowl­ 
edge of employment problems 
of women and minorities. 


The supervisors disagreed, 
stating they intend to appoint 
the current personnel director 
also as affirmative action offi­ 
cer. as recommended by the 
county personnel commission 
The NOW demands include 
recruitment and training for 
women and minority persons. 


“ We will continue to press 
these demands for as long as it 
takes,” Mrs. Hosmer said 
“ Our aim is to make the county 
an equal opportunity employer 
in deed as well as word. We all 
pay the taxes fhat support it, 
and women and minority group 
persons have the ability and 
right to be trained and hired for 
its jobs at all levels.” 


She pointed out that Aug. 26 
is the 52nd anniversary of wom­ 
en’s suffrage in America and 
that it was “ high time that 
women have job equality.”

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Post Sees Big Gap 
Caused By Initiative 


SACRAMENTO 'CPI) - Leg­ 
islative Analyst A Alan Post 
yesterday said passage of the 
Watson property tax limitation 
initiative in November would 
cause a $1.3 billion revenue gap 
for state and local govern­ 
ments. 
I'nder the initiative, Post said 
state revenues would increase 
by SI.85 billion but spending 
would go up $2.2 billion, leaving 
an annual gap of $372.million. 
He said school spending by 
local governments would be re­ 
duced by $771 million under the 
initiative but it mandates no 
financing method to offset the 
reduction. 
Post also said city and county 
revenues would drop by $90 
million. 
The Watson measure would 
impose a $7 per $100 assessed 
valuation limit on property tax­ 
es and provide for other drastic 
changes in state and local tax­ 
es. 
Last fall Post forecast a $989 
million loss in state revenue 
would result with passage of 
the measure Several weeks 
ago he revised the figure down­ 
ward to $tOO million. 
In h^ latest analysis of the 
initiative. Post further reduced 
the estimated state revenue gap 
to $372 million in revenue to be 
gained because Gov. Ronald 
Reagan vetoed a sales tax mea- 
SH fv. 
The vetoed legislation would 
have applied the new sales tax 
on gasoline solely on the cost of 
the gasoline and not on the 
excise tax portion of the cost. 
Post also estimated at $73.2 
million the cost of Prop. 15, the 
initiative to restrict the gover­ 
nor's veto power on state em­ 
ployes 
pa> raises. The esti 
mate on the increased salary 
costs was based on 1972-73 fig­ 
ures assuming the measure had 
been in effect. 


Trider the measure, salary 
recommendations by the state 
Personnel Board, University of 
California Regents and State 
College Board of Trustees 
would go into the budget for 
legislative approval. 
He also estimated: 


—The cost at $12.6 million for 
Prop. 16. the initiative requir­ 
ing that state highway patrol 
salaries be the same as those of 
top local police officers. 


—The cost of $600,000 in the 
first year for Prop 22. which, 
among other things, established 
a five-member board to deal 
with agricultural labor rela­ 
tions. 
Savings of $16,500 to $60,000 
by abolishing the annual five- 
day legislative veto sessions as 
provided in Prop, i which 
would institute two-year legisla­ 
tive sessions. 
-The cost of $45 million 
through 1970 for Prop. 20, the 
initiative designed to regulate 
development along California’s 
coastline.

The settlement approved ear­ 
lier this week will go to Sharon 
Lambert. 13, and her brother, 
Jesse, 12. It was believed to be 
the largest settlement of its 
kind in Yolo County. 
The fire in the Lambert fami­ 
ly's wooden-frame home near 
Knights Landing took the lives 
of the youngsters’ parents, five 
brothers and sisters and a 
grandfather. 


According to investigators, 
the fire broke out when the 
parents were painting the bath­ 
room in the home.

Defendants in the suit were 
River Garden Farms, Par Gas, 
Van Gas and Fuller O'Brien 
Paint Co. River Garden Farms, 
owner of the home, will pay the 
bulk of the settlement.

OF GOD AND MAN 
The Ones Who 
Ignore Jesus

The notion is widely held that 
acts of religious devotion are 
more sincere and meaningful if 
they are entirely spontaneous. 
That's debatable. 


Spontaneity of religious ex­ 
pression undoubtedly has some 
great advantages. It guards us 
against the hypocrisy of doing 
things, such as going to church, 
because we re expected to. It 
also forestalls the sterility of 
doing things, such as saying 
grace before meals, out of 
sheer habit. 
But those who engage in acts 
of worship only when they feel 
"in the mood" are disregarding 
the example of Jesus, the 
teaching of tin* Bible and the 
experience of a long line of 
saints. 
Jesus treasured spontaneous 
acts of devotion. But he knew 
that a man’s mood may be 
affected by many things, such 
as illness, fatigue or adversity. 
And he also knew that it is 
precisely in such low xoments 
that men most need to turn ot 
God for comfort and guidance. 
So he set an example of disci­ 
plines regularity in worship. 
From wtat he did. as well as 
what he taught, we know that 
Jesus believed in attending 
worship services every Sab­ 
bath. He also set aside time for 
private prayers and medita­ 
tions every day. 
The same viewpoint is re­ 
flected in the Bible, especially 
m the letters of St. Paul. Paul 
admonished members of early 
Christian communities to be 
"constant" — i.e.. regular — in 
prayer. No one knew better 
than Paul how easy it is to 
become so distracted by other 
concerns — ot just frivolous 
pleasures but important duties 
that one never feels "in the

mood” to take time out for 
quiet communion with God. So 
he insisted that regular periods 
must be set aside — and kept 
inviolate — for prayer and 
meditation. 


Many great saints, including 
St. Augustine, St. Francis and 
St Theresa of Avila, recorded 
in their memoirs that they often 
went through spells of "dry­ 
ness" when they felt absolutely 
devoid of any spontaneous de­ 
votion to God. But they learned 
from experience that persever­ 
ance in worship when you least 
feel like it is the highest form of 
devotion because if is an act of 
pure obedience, a deliberate 
subjection of your own will to 
God’s will. 


Another reason for regularity 
in prayer. Bible reading and 
church attendance is that you 
never can tell, in advance, 
when some word, sentence or 
incident will suddenly illumi­ 
nate your mind and lift up your 
spirit. It can happen unexpect­ 
edly, unforeseeably, in the 
midst of the dullest sermons, or 
during private devotions which 
you had to drive yourself to 
make. 
Spontaneity is a fine thing, 
and there is merit to the con­ 
tention of Pentecostals, and 
young people in the Jesus 
movement, that there ought to 
be room for spontaneous acts of 
worship in all church services. 
But the testimony of Jesus and 
the saints is that spontaneous 
upwellings of love for God are 
most likely to occur in the 
context of lives ruled by a 
discipline of daily devotion. 


Lutheran Statistics 


N EW YORK (UPI) - Minne­ 
sota retains its place as the 
state with the most Lutherans, 
according to statistics compiled 
by the office of research, statis­ 
tics and archives of the Luthern 
Council in the USA. 


The crusade claims that 25 
million of the little yellow pam­ 
phlets have been distributed. 
“I was looking for something 
to hit the spot,” she said, “and 
this was it.” 
Her next step was finding a 
church. After rejecting a Jesus 
commune in San Francisco, she 
settled on the Marin Evangeli­ 
cal Free Church of San Rafael. 
She joined after hearing Rev. 
Samuel Walberg, the church’s 
pastor, preach at a Billy Gra­ 
ham rally. 
She attends the church twice 
on Sunday and on Tuesday 
evenings. 
So far, the high point of her 
evangelical career has been the 
six days she spent recently in 
Dallas participating in Explo 
'72, a kind of Woodstock for 
young Jesus people. The confer­ 
ence, Campus Crusade for 
Christ, was an outpouring of 
zeal by 80,000 young religious 
enthusiasts. “ It was a time for 
sharing.” she said. 
Attendence at the conference 
— which cost her $250 — sharp­ 
ened her evangelical skills. 
Now, she said, she has a sixth 
sense about whom to approach 
in the street to deliver im­ 
promptu testimony. Cynicism 
and hostility are met with a 
prayer. 
She combines hair styling 
with soul saving, telling cus­ 
tomers unhappy with their per­ 
sonal life to "have faith and 
things will work out.” 
“ It’s just so neat.” she said 
last week in Walberg’s study. 
" It ’s like boxes within boxes. 
Every time you open one, 
there's another waiting to be 
opened.”

fight between the Whites and 
Reds of Russia is till going on 
in Jerusalem. 
Both sides maintain churches 
in the holy city. 
The Soviet Ecclesiastical Mis­ 
sion, with about 100 nuns and a 
few priests, has been based 
since 1948 in a compound and 
the Church of St. John the 
Baptist in a Jewish suburg. One 
of the nuns, the Soviets say, is 
102 years old. 
The White Russians — the 
Russian Orthodox Church in 
exile — comprise about 150 
nuns and priests mostly based 
in a golden-domed church on 
the Biblical Mount of Olives. 
Now the church split, dating 
back to the 1917 Russian Revo­ 
lution. has become an issue in 
Israel’s law courts 
Israel became involved when 
it captured old Jerusalem in the 
1M7 Middle East war. 
"Don't make waves was the 
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password,” said Saul Colbi, di­ 
rector of Christian affairs for 
Israel’s Ministry of Religion. 


The White Russians demand­ 
ed that Israel recognize their 
claims to holy places in Jewish 
Jerusalem. These, according to 
the head of the anti-Soviet Or­ 
thodox Church. Archimandrite 
Anthony Grabbe, “ We were 
forced to turn over to the 
avowedly atheistic Soviet gov­ 
ernment mission in 1948." 


According to Colbi, the story 
is different 
"The Whites were staunchly 
pro-Arab. When they foresaw 
Israel's imminent takeover of 
West Jerusalem in 1948, they 
fled to the Arab sector. 


"When the official Soviet mis­ 
sion requested the properties, 
they were turned over and on 
Dec. 31, 1948, the first batch of 
priests arrived from Moscow,” 
Colbi said. 


The White Russians have p e ­ 
titioned the government for re­ 
turn of the properties in West 
Jerusalem. 


The government declined the 
request and shunted it into the 
courts, where it has remained 
for the past four years. 
The disputed properties in­ 
clude seven churches, half a 
dozen tracts in Jerusalem and 
about 10 more pieces of land 
throughout the country. Togeth­ 
er. they are worth a fortune.

Tobacco Chewing 
Hamilton's Art 


CHICAGO — It was disappointing not to find 
Steve Hamilton in the cam p of the Cubs. They 
released the 6-foot-7, 36-year-old, left-hander just 
before the Giants came into Wrigley Field for 
their final season visit. 
Hamilton always was good for a brainy discus­ 
sion about baseball or a relaxed interview on 
lighter subjects, such as the art of chewing 
tobacco. 
When Hamilton joined the Giant in the spring 
of 1971 after 10 years as a relief specialist in the 
American League, Chris Speier already had com­ 
manded considerable attention as the up-and- 
coming rookie shortstop sensation. 
“ That rookie is a natural,” said Hamilton. 


A NATURAL? Of course, Speier was a natural 
ball player. He swung a bat the way a ball player 
should. He used his glove the way a shortstop 
should. So what did Hamilton mean? 
“ I mean he’s a natural tobacco chewer,” said 
Hamilton. “ He is one of the best looking young 
chewer I ’ve seen outside of my native Kentucky. 
We have some dandies down home but this young 
man shows great potential. He still needs work on 
his finesse but m ark my words Chris is going to be 
a great one.’’ 
Immediately Hamilton had an appreciative and 
admiring audience demanding more information 
about the art of chewing. 
“ I was in the eighth grade when I first tried it,” 
said Hamilton. “ I wanted to be a big man. 
Instead, I was a very sick kid. I didn’t try it again 
until I was in college (Moorehead State). I found it 
relaxing while pitching. 
“ It’s beautiful when a guy can really chew and 
be neat about it. Most ball players are messy. 
“ But a guy with finesse can go half an hour and 
never even spit. A real classy practitioner can 
even eat and drink while he’s chewing.” 
When he was asked whether he might have 
difficulty chewing in Candlestick’s wind, Hamilton 
said: 


“IT MIGHT BE a problem for the end man on 
the bench. But the artificial turf in the National 
League will be a bigger problem. I like grass 
better because it has bugs and things that give 
you moving targets. Besides, I was brought up not 
to spit on the rug.” 
But don’t get the wrong impression about 
Hamilton. He isn’t some kind of chewing clown. 
H e’s an intellectual, gentleman chewer, with a 
m a ste r’s degree in education. He even conducts 
his classes at Moorehead State in baseball’s off 
season with a cud neatly tucket in the pocket of 
his left jaw. It delights him that none of his 
students realize that all the time he is lecturing he 
is chewing contentedly. 


JUST AFTER the 1971 season ended, Hamilton 
asked for his release from the Giants because he 
set his mind on becoming a college baseball 
coach. The job he had in mind fell through. When 
Larry Jansen, former pitching coach of the Giants 
now w ith the Cubs, learned that he had the Cubs 
sign Hamilton. 


Now’, Hamilton has another college coaching job 
in mind and he’ll undoubtedly get this one. H e’s 
his own best reference but Ron Bryant would be 
happy to write a glowing recommendation of 
Hamilton. Hamilton showed Bryant the effective 
wrist action the young southpaw' now uses on his 
curve.

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First U.S. Olympic Win 
Was Practically Ignored 


Boston Man 
i Had To Pay 
Own Way

The United States’ first Olym­ 
pic winner was James B. Con­ 
nolly, who, in his later years, 
became a well-known writer of 
sea stories. 
He won the hop, step, and a 
jump competition in the first 
modern Olympics held in Ath­ 
ens back in 1896. 
But no cheering throngs or 
big brass bands greeted the 
athlete when be returned home 
in tnumph to Boston. He was 
practically ignored 
In those 
days, Olympic gold-medal win­ 
ners were not the celebrities 
they are now. 
In fact, Connolly, a sopho^ 
more at Harvard University, 
almost didn’t make it to the 
Olympics His dean refused him 
permission to leave classes so 
he could compete in Athens. 
Young Connolly finally had to 
quit school. 
In addition, be had to pay his 
own way to Greece. He repre­ 
sented ‘‘the little Suffolk Athlet­ 
ic Club” in his hometown of 
South Boston, and the orgamza 
tion didn't have a penny in its 
treasury. 
Connolly later wrote: “Only 
one American college (Prince­ 
ton) and one athletic club be­ 
sides my own. the Boston Ath­ 
le tic 
A sso c ia tio n , 
w ere 
represented on that first Olym­ 
pic team. 
“Bob Garrett in the discus, 
and shot put, the broad and 
high jumps; Herb Jamieson in 
the 400 meter; Frank Lane in 
the 100 meter; and A1 Tyler in 
the pole vault were the Prince­ 
ton entries. The Boston club 
entered the great Tom Burke in 
the 100 and 400 meters; Arthur 
Blake in the 800 meters; Tom 
Curtis in the hurdles; Ellery 
Clarke in the high, broad, and 
hop. step, and jump; and Bill 
Hoyt in the pole vault.” 
The first American Olympic 
squad left New York on March 
20 aboard a German steamer 
and reached Athens 17 days 
later. 
Wrote Connolly; “It was nine 
o’clock 
at night when 
we 
reached our hotel in Athens. 
Tom Burke and I roomed to­ 
gether. About four o’clock we

cam e wide aw ake together.

Market Zooms, 
Then Turns Tail 


NEW YORK < UP I»—Stock 
market analysts were busy 
making predictions this week of 
how and when the Dow Jones 
industrial 
average would 
breach the 1000 mark but after 
the Dow tied its 1972 high on 
Tuesday, it quickly turned tail 
and lost more than 7 points on 
the week. 
The Dow. one of the most 
widely watched indicators of 
market direction, finished Fri­ 
day at 9:79:18, off 0 47 from a 
week earlier. It had reached 
972.51 Tuesday »matching its 44- 
month high1 but then lost more 
than '1 points Wednesda> and 
skidded 11.97—the sharpest in 
three months on Thursday. It 
managed a 0.9H gain on Friday 
although the market overall 
, was lower. 
Standard & Poor's 590 stock 
index, which set a record last 
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week, slid 1.09 and closed at 
110.67 
Of 1.927 issues crossing the 
tape. 898 declined. 869 ad­ 
vanced. 
Volume for the week came to 
83,643,870 shares, compared 
with 
81,005,310 traded 
last 
week. A year ago, 76,539,190 
shares changed hands. 
Monday’s session was mixed 
and lackluster and its perform­ 
ance brought this response 
from one analyst; “ The market 
and the Republican party ap­ 
pear to lie marching in tandem 
as far as dullness is con­ 
cerned 
However, activity picked up 
on Tuesday and volume swelled 
to around 18.5 million shares. 
The Dow made a firm advance 
and analysts attributed the

More than a generation ago, 
he organized what become tin* 
annual Stanford conference for 
California editors, bringing 
them together to exchange in­ 
formation and meet with na­ 
tionally known journalistic in­ 
novators. Most who attended 
the conferences went away 
with new ideas and inspiration 
for producing better newspa­ 
pers. 
About two decades ago. the 
annual conference tradition 
was well enough established 
that Doctor Bush could turn it. 
over to the California .Newspa­ 
per Publishers Association with 
the knowledge that it would 
endure. It has. And it still is 
the best of its kind in all the 
nation. 
When Chick Bush retired as 
head of journalism at Stanford 
in 1961, the I-.J editorially ad- 
knowledged that California 
newspapers were far better for 
his having served so long and 
effecitvely. 


THOSF OF I S who knew 
him personally thought Chick 
Bush would take a well de­ 
served rest. 
Instead, he became a consul­ 
tant on news research to the 
American Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Association. 
At Stanford, he had been a 
pioneer in the science of mea­ 
suring readership and the im­ 
pact of news on the reading 
audience. 
He had originated 
and first put into practice 
many now common techniques 
for attitude measurement. He 
was the founder of the Stanford 
Institute for Public Opinion Re­ 
search. 
As AN PA research consul­ 
tant, he kept abreast of news 
research throughout the nation 
and published periodic bulletins 
reporting new developments. 
These bulletins were dissemi­ 
nated nation-wide b\ AN PA to 


communications media and 
were subsequently compiled in­ 
to a series of important refer­ 
ence books. 
The influence of all this on 
the gathering and presentation 
of news throughout the nation 
is immeasurable. 
In the decade after his retire­ 
ment at 65, Doctor Bush influ­ 
enced communications media 
performance 
improvements 
even more widely than he did 
during his earlier years. 


CHICK BUSH ALWAYS was 
mindful that our form of self- 
government succeeds or fails 
according to how well informed 
or misinformed is our electo­ 
rate. 


With all their faults, today s 
communications media do a 
better-than-ever job of inform 
ing the electorate, ( hick Bush 
was an humble man; it proba­ 
bly never occured to him that 
he contributed as much or 
more to improving the public 
information flow that any other 
American of his time. 


As a classroom teacher, 
( ’hick Bush was not regarded 
by students as the most excit 
mg lecturer of the faculty. But 
most graduates who emerged 
from his journalism school 
proved well prepared to face 
the challenges of the proies 
sion. The list of his former 
students who succeeded enn 
nently well in professional jour­ 
nalistic endeavors is endless. 
By feeding well-prepared be­ 
ginners into the news-handling 
profession, he was in another 
way doing his best to see that 
tin* electorate was better in­ 
formed. 


Ills PIONHHK communica­ 
tions research was aimed at 
improving the flow of meaning 
fill information to the citizenry. 
Unfortunately, much effort ex­ 
pended on university campuses 
today in the name of communi­ 
cations research is plain boon­ 
doggling. 
If Chick Bush's contributions 
to the discipline are to be 
remembered nowhere else, the 
deserve to be recognized in 
journalism and communica­ 
tions departments on college 
campuses acorss the land. 
Wc still need improvement in 
the methodology of keeping the 
citizenry informed. 
We aren't likely 
to enjoy 
much improvement as the re­ 
sult of the rantings of contem­ 
porary non-constructive critics 
of the press. 
What we really need is some 
people of quiet dedication to 
follow in Chick Bush’s foot­ 
steps.

That is the kind of pressure that will 
mount if the Nixon triumph is as great as 
now anticipated It can find expression in 
the Department of Justice, in the courts, 
in the power of the police. 
To contain these pressures will take not 
only restraint but the kind of leadership 
that President Nixon has thus far rarely 
shown. The 200th anniversary of Ameri­ 
ca’s freedoms is only four years away 
and that anniversary should be a celebra­ 
tion of what those freedoms mean.

Jazz And Classical Mix: 
Don Ellis Band In Marin 


The sight of to 18-yetr-old 
classical cellist lugging her am­ 
plified cello into Marin Veter­ 
ans Memorial Auditorium, 
amid two dozen jazz musicians 
would boggle the mind of most 
any self-respecting Jazz aficion­ 
ado. 
Classical cellists Just aren’t 
found in big-time Jan bands, let 
alone female classical cellists 
only recently out of high school. 
Mind boggling or not, Patsy 
Kudzia will be playing her am­ 
plified cello in two perform­ 
ances tomorrow of the Don 
Ellis 21-Piece Quadraphonic 
Space Music Band at the Marin 
auditorium. 
A trumpeter, composer and 
arranger of avante-garde jazz, 
Ellis has recently added an 
innovative feature to his 21-man 
hand: a classical string quar­ 
tet. And the quartet includes 
Miss Kudzia, an effervescent 
brunette who lives in Los Ange­ 
les when not on tour with the 
Ellis extravaganza. 
Miss Kudzia will be joined on 
stage by two violinists and a 
viola player. Using the string 
quartet as the springboard for 
an assortment of wild imporiv- 
isations, the Ellis band is 
known for its unique time sig­ 
natures and unusual rhythms. 
Miss Kudzia joined the group 
in April after she was recom­ 
mended by her instructor, cell­ 
ist Gabor Rejto. 
Since then she has been tour­ 
ing the country in a bus with 
the Ellis band. 
Miss Kudzia was trained in 
classical music and performed 
with the Oregon Symphony, and 
never considered jazz music 
until Don Ellis came along. 
“I never even listened to jazz 
before I got the job/’ she said. 
“In fact, I never knew anyone 
who ever bothered with jazz. 


“Sure, I was afraid when I 
first saw the music. Don’s 
rhythms are so much different 
from anything I’d ever seen. It 
takes a while to get used to.” 
After four months on tour and 
in the recording studio, Miss 
Kudzia has made the musical 
transition, 
but 
she’s 
still 
stunned by the band’s sound 
each night. 


“With a jazz band, every 
time I play, it’s an awakening 
experience, a discovery. Your 
mind has to be in another place 
when you approach jazz than 
when you approach classical 
music. You have to learn to 
flow with the music.” 
Ellis recently scored the 
films “The French Connection” 
and “ Kansas City Bomber”. 
The film credits plus several 
albums on Columbia have 
helped pack college audito-

Limousines 


DETROIT iupi >—Cadillac has 
recalled its entire 1972 model 
production line of ambulances, 
hearses and luxury limousines 
and sedans—a total of nearly 
4,000 vehicles—to replace weak 
rear axles. 
Cadillac, a division of Gener­ 
al Motors Corp , said Friday 
rear axle shafts on the vehicles 
were improperly tempered and 
could break, causing the rear 
weels to fall off. 
A company spokesman said 
there have been seven reported 
axle shaft failures, one of them 
involving a hearse, and six 
involving ambulances. There 
have been no injuries, the 
spokesman said. 
Cadillac manufacturers chas­ 
sis for builders of ambulances 
and hearses. 
The limousines are part of 
Cadillac’s Series 75 line of nine- 
passenger cars, the longest if 
not the most luxurious models 
built by GM 
Cadillac said it would ar­ 
range for replacement of the 
axle shafts on all of the vehicles 
involved without charge to the 
owners 


to keep their 1973 model prices 
at 1972 model levels until the 
conclusion of hearings on the 
price hike requests which begin 
Sept. 12 and probably will last 
until sometime in early Octo­ 
ber.

Jonathan Winters, whose brand new 


“ Wacky World of Jonathan Winters” goes 
into first-run syndication this fall, lives in a 
most unwacky personal world. 
Winters lives as quietly and privately as 


possible in Hollywood, choosing to remain at 
home with his wife, Eileen, and daughter, 
Lucinda, 16. 
His son. Jay, has been graduated from 


college and is out on his own 
Home and hearth are reminiscent of his 


childhood homes in Dayton and Springfield, 
Ohio. The house is large, abounding in 
rooms all tastefully and conservatively fur­ 
nished 
The grounds include a swimming 


pool and great expanses of lawn. 
. 
The most striking element of the Winters' 


home is a dazzling display of paintings, 
somehow suggesting Salvadore Dali. 
The canvases arc a riot of arresting 


colors, bright blues, reds, yellows and 
greens done in acrilie. Many are humorous. 
Some are compositons of intricate design 
Surrealistic. 
Next to painting Winters finds fishing the 


most relaxing avocation of all 
In 1969 he won a game fish tournament off 


the coast of Florida He has fished for the 
big ones in Hawaii. Panama and Mexico. 
Jonathan has wet lines in the Rocky Moun­ 
tains for trout and in northern California for 
bigger fish. 
His 
favorite charity 
is 
the American 


Indian. 
He contributes time and money 


generously to a variety of tribes across the 
country with as little publicity as possible. 
A complex man of many moods, Winters 


dislikes traveling around the country. Invar 
iably lie is approached by total strangers 
who ask: “ Are you Jonathan W inters?” 


Grudingly Winters admits his guilt: 
Because he has created so many charac­ 
ters in his years on television and in night 
club appearances, the intruder frequently 
askes Winters to “ do Maude Frickert” or 
one of the others 


An intensively shy and introverted man. 


Winters simply signs an autograph and begs 
off miming his characters. 
In the comfortable surrounds of his home 


Winters is more at ease. 
Fascinating as many a museum room is 


Jonathan’s den. He is a compulsive collec­ 
tor. Every corner of the large room is filled 
with mementoes and objects d art he has 
picked up in his travels around the world 


He has, for instance, one of the rarest 


collections of lead soldiers in the Western 
world. They stand in array between book 
shelves. 
Indian relics of all kinds are set proudly 


on view. 
This is where Winters spends a great deal 


of time, surrounded by inanimate objects, 
almost all of which have some personal 
meaning for him 


And it is in the den, too, one is likely to 


mistake the real Maude Frickert. a large 
and elderly matron of a dog which appears 
to Ik- a golden spaniel, for a lumpy throw- 
rug. 
Winters tapes his show several times a 


week at ABC studios working without a. 
script 
most of the time. 
His humor is 


actually based on characters he has known 
at one time in his life and for maximum 
impact he improvises whenever possible. 
Although he plays 
nightclubs, Winters 


avoids them most of the time. Drunks in the 
crowd annoy and anger him As is the case 
with most comedians, W inters seldom 
makes an attempt to be humorous when he’s 
not working. 
He does, however, possess a sardonic wit 


and a 
keen eye and ear for mimicry. 


Heaven protect the man who sinks a barb in 
Jonathan Winters when he is in a mood to 
respond. 
On the other hand, and unexpectedly, 


Winters may jump into one of his characters 
and fracture a group of close friends with a 
few minutes of ad lib monologue. Just as 
quickly the mood subsides and he is once 
again the shy man from Ohio. 
Eileen and Jonathan have been married 


23 years and spend more time together than 
most Hollywood couples. 
Jonathan's long-range plans 
include a

Big Broadway musicals inevitably are converted into movie 
spectaculars but only rarely is the trend reversed and a film 
transplanted to the Broadway stage. 

It starred Marilyn Monroe, Tony 
Curtis and Jack Lemmon in a crazy comedy that had the male 
heroes wearing women’s clothes during much of the action. Now it 
is a Broadway hit. “Sugar." 
Klaine Joyce has the lead role as “Sugar 
with Robert Morse and 
Tony Roberts in the parts portrayed by Curtis and Lemmon. The 
story is about the same as the movie hut the stage version has an 
excellent score by Jule Styne and Bob Merrill. 
As far as the original Broadway east album d ’nited Artists UAS- 
9995). Cyril Ritchard seems to Ik- the sentimental favorite. Ritehard, 
cast as Osgood Fielding. Jr.. has only two vocals — “November 
Song” and “ Beautiful Through and Through” — but he handles 
them so nicely and with such little effort that the listener might 
wish for more. 
Most of the songs are lively, from the opening “ Penniless Blues” 
to the fast fempood closer, “ When You Meet a Man in Chicago” by 
Sheila Smith, the Society Svncopaters and Vocal Ensemble. 
“ Sugar” is enjoying a nice run on Broadway and probably will l>e 
around for some time because ihe music is strictly show tunes, 
written for each situation.

• We already had a full lan­ 
guage of the screen more than 
tin years ago.” he asserts, and 
his experience with old-time 
movies, his enthusiasm and his 
understanding of the film medi­ 
um make him most convincing. 


I PON LEARNING that old 
and classic comedies of Charlie 
Chaplin. W. C. Fields, Laurel 
and Hardy and Buster Keaton 
will be played during the 1972 
M arin

from 
Thursday through Monday, 
Sept. 4. Marshall began to en­ 
thuse about this form of the 
arts. 


“ Comedy was the foundation 
of the film industry,” he says, 
“ and the first known film with 
a plot —going back to 18% and 
made by a Frenchman named 
Lumiere — was a comedy. 


“ It was called “ Watering the 
Gardener.’ and it showed a 
man watering his lawn when 
along came a boy who stepped 
on the garden hose and shut off 
the flow of water.

Marin Feels 
The Crafts 
Explosion 


County Fair Is One Place 


Where Impact Will Be Felt 


More craftsmen are making 
better things that are in greater 
demand bv more people. 


That sums up today’s world 
of crafts and is particularly 
applicable to Marin County, ac­ 
cording to Jack Ilaehl. accom­ 
plished craftsman, high school 
teacher, design consultant, and 
crafts coordinator for the 1972 
Marin Count v Fair 


"THF ( RAFTS that will he 
on displaj during the five days 
of the fair 
starting Thursday 
and continuing through Sept t. 
Labor Day 
will he illustra 
live of what is happening in the 
creative arts.” Haehl promises 
something that is innovative 
and specific trends as the soar­ 
ing increase of interest in ce­ 
ramics during the past decade, 
and such more general patterns 
“as the new freedom that art­ 
ists enjoy to do what thev want 
to do because purchasers arc 
more willing to use or wear 
something that is innovative 
and different.” 


Haehl teaches painting, sculp­ 
ture and crafts at Terra Linda 
High School, and also conducts 
classes in drawing and painting 
at San Quentin Prison two 
nights a week. 


HE IS ALSO a design consul­ 
tant for the Victor Equipment 
Co., makers of welding equip­ 
ment. 


• The crafts which have been 
selected for the Fair by our 
judges, 
and which will he 
presented in more than 40 
booths on the fairgrounds at the 
Civic Center, cover stained 
glass, leather work, blown 
glass, wood sculpture, weaving, 
patchwork, embroidery, cast 
jewelry, and many, many more 
activities, 
Haehl say s. 


“ But I think the most popular 
craft right now is ceramics.” 
Haehl notes, “and that’s quite a 
change from. say. 10 years ago, 
when small handicraft like 
belts and rings were so popu­ 
lar.” 


“ IT’S BECAUSE there is 
more money available 
for 
craftsm en now.” Haehl ex­ 
plains that trend. “Ceramics 
requires a wheel or an electric 
kiln, and the artists can afford 
to buy this equipment now in­ 
stead of making do with the 
small handicraft kits like we 
did in the 1950s and early 
1960s.” 
Haehl also notes that many 
craftsmen are into sculpture, 
using welding and similar in­ 
dustrial equipment, because 
companies are producing small­ 
er tool units that the artisans 
can afford. 
“Many craftsmen are aban­ 


doning the traditional material 
like stone and wood,” Haehl 
grins, “although there are still 
some of us old fogies around 


IIAEIIL HIMSELF works in 
wood, and he was the designer 
of the eight foot mahogany-on- 
malmganv cross that decorates 
the sanctuary of the new First 
I’resbvterian Church in San Ra 
fael. 


When the handsome old stone 
edifice that had served the con­ 
gregation so many years was 
razed, services were trans­ 
ferred temporarily to the social 
hall pending completion of a 
new church building. Hachl's 
impressive cross was part of a 
redecorating program to fit the 
social hall for its new role. 


“People 
nowadays 
would 
rather have a piece of original 
art or craft instead of a factory- 
made piece.” Haehl asserts, 
“and this means more freedom 
and a greater market for the 
craftsman ” 


I1AEHL ALSO points to the 
development of handicraft and 
art instruction in the schools as 
a reason for the “crafts explo­ 
sion.” 
“ Most high schools in Marin 
are teaching art at the college 
level.” he says “Now' there are 
more mature craftsmen at an 
earlier age 
“As an example, Dan Losee 
at Terra Linda High is in the 
second year with his course in 
Creative Plastics and Woods, 
and the products which his stu­ 
dents are turning out are won­ 
derful ” 
But Hael also notes that the 
craftsmen who were working 
with their hands 10 years ago 
are still around and are still 
producing items which the pub­ 
lic finds attractive. 


“PEOPLE ARE incorporat­ 
ing crafts in their lives now, 
and this is of great help to the 
artist.” Haehl says with satis­ 
faction. “I am tremendously 
pleased with the variety and 
the quality of the crafts we will 
display at the Fair because I 
believe the artists who are rep­ 
resented will offer a compre-

The last of some 8,000 pieces 
of Greek pastry is about ready 
to go into the oven this weekend 
as members of the Greek Or­ 
thodox Church of Marin pre­ 
pare for the opening of the 1972 
Marin County Fair on Thurs­ 
day. 


The church is sponsoring a 
refreshment booth at the fair, 
and members of the Philopto- 
chos Society, the ladies auxilia­ 
ry of the church, will staff the 
booth during the five days, 
from Thursday through Sept 4. 
Labor Day, at the Civic Center 
fairgrounds. 


B I T 
T H U 
L A D IE S have 
more responsibilities than just 
serving in the booth. They have 
organized into groups and have 
produced the Greek pastries 
which will be served from the 
booth — 8.000 pieces of baklava, 
koulouria. karithopeta. kouram- 
bethes, melomakarona and oth­ 
er Greek delicacies. 


Baklava is the honey and nut 
squares that are familiar to 
anyone who has ever eaten in a 
Greek restaurant, and the other 
pastries are just as delicious. 
Koulouria is a braided cookie 
with an orange taste; karitho- 
peta is a walnut cake, while 
kourambethes is a butter cookie 
covered with powdered sugar, 
and melomakarona is a cookie 
covered with chopped walnuts, 
cinnamon and sugar. 
Under the direction of Mrs. 
Milton Sideris of Terra Linda, 
as general chairman, and co- 
chairmen Mrs. James Kambur, 
Terra Linda, and Mrs. Dorn 
Selmi. San Rafael, the mem­ 
bers of the Philoptochos Society 
have met for the past two or 
three weeks to do the tremen­ 
dous amount of baking neces­ 
sary to meet the requirements 
of hungry fairgoers. 


A G R O l'P O F six or eight 
women met in Terra Linda and 
in two days prepared more than 
l.ooo pieces of baklava. The 
other pastries were baked indi­ 
vidually in homes of the mem­ 
bers. 
By the time the 
pastry 
stockpiling” will be completed, 
there will be about 1,500 pieces 
of Koulouria, prepared by one 
group baking 500 and another 
group producing 1.000: there 
will also be some 1.500 kouram­ 
bethes. the same number of 
melamakarona. and about 1.200 
pieces of the karithopeta.

THE OWLS come equipped 
with “ first class instruments "• 
which easily exceed $5.000 in 
their total value. Included are 
amplifiers used only when play­ 
ing in a very large hall or 
gymnasium, or for the piano 
during outdoor performances. 


If no piano is available at the 
concert site, the Owls use in­ 


stead as pianist Rod Roberts' 
instrument an electric organ 
belonging to Tom L*ps. 


The Owls wear natty red 
vests as a regular part of their 
perform ance attire. White 
shirts and white pants complete 
their costumes. Sometimes der­ 
by hats are worn as well in the 
spirit of the Dixieland music. 


THE D IXIELAND repertoire 
includes such traditional tunes 
as “ When the Saints Come 
Marching Home." “ St. James’ 
Infirmary,” “ Alexander's Rag­ 
time Band,” “ Frankie and 
Johnny" and “ Tin Roof Blues. ' 


But it also includes such 
pieces as 
Midnight in Mos­ 
cow" and 
Hello Dolly," played 
in the Dixieland style. 
What is it that distinguishes 
Dixieland from other jazz?

W H ILE ALL three up-front 
instruments 
the trumpet, the 
trombone and the clarinet (or 
sax 
are basic to the music, 
tli«' trumpet, as the lead instru­ 
ment. is the key horn, they also 
agree. 
In the Ba> Area, they say. 
Turk 
Murphy and his band, 
based in Murphy’s Earthquake 
McGoon’s dub in San Francis­ 
co. have served to keep interest 
m Dixieland alive and high. 
The Owls frequently journey 
to San Francisco and McGoon's 
to hear Murphy or traveling 
Dixieland units perform there. 
"But my personal favorite for 
Dixieland trumpet is A1 Hirt,” 
says I/eps “ He's a wonder." 


IN T ER EST generally in Dix­ 
ieland was in a decline, the 
Owls admit, "until about three 
years ago Then interest began 
to revive, and it is very much 
on the upgrade now " 
They credit the success of 
banjo bands — “ even at the 
ballpark" 
as being a major 
factor m that reversal, at least 
in the San Francisco area. 
"Most of us grew up with 
Dixieland music," says Combs 
of the Owls. “ We like and play 


all kinds of music. But it is the 
Dixieland that we enjoy most. 
And which most audiences 
seem to like the l)est." 


YDDS LEPS: “ While we are 
not at all adverse to making a 
little money, we prefer to play 
the kind of jobswhere the band 
will have fun right along with 
the audience. The playing itself 
is 
m i rewarding that the pay 
comes as a sort of added bo­ 
nus." 
So rewarding, in fact, that 
rarely does an Owl regular fail 
tu put in an appearance for a 
program. 
His fellow Owls tell of Jerry 
Jones showing up with a tem­ 
perature of better than 1<h> de­ 
grees. a sick man. and playing 
through the evening, “ feeling 
better and better as the night 
went on. It’s pretty good thera­ 
py.” 


\ND AS AN indication of the 
freewheeling approach of the 
Owls toward their music, they 
point out that they played Dix­ 
ieland for a re-election rally for 
Gov. Ronald Reagan in 1970, 
and a few days later performed 
at a similar function for Re­ 
agan’s Republican Party pri­ 
mary election challenger. Nor­ 
ton Simon. 
Politicians, it seems, can rec­ 
ognize a good sound when they 
hear it. So can Marin County 
Fair Manager Marcelle McCoy. 
And consequently, fairgoers 
during the coming days are 
going to be in for a treat 
Dixieland music in the style of 
old New Orleans, played by six 
Marin men who pursue their 
own separate professions most 
of the week, but who are joined 
as one in their dedication to and 
practice of traditional jazz.

Eighty-five pci 
cent of the island's 
11 people of 11 million are native Formo- 
i1 sans whose identity is buried under the 
fiction that Formosa is the Republic of 
China. Subjugated by Chiang Kai-shek's 
1 refugee army they have very little part 
in the shaping of their government or 


their future. 
When the unseen speak, their words 
come as a shock. In this sense “ A Taste 
of Freedom" is a shocking book. It is 
like hearing the little lx»> who pointed 
out that the emperor wasn't wearing any 
clothes. Unpleasant reality is intruded 
upon comfortable illusion. 


Peng Ming-min, an international law­ 
yer. educated in Japan, Canada and 
France, speaks for tlx* Formosan Inde­ 
pendence Movement through this mem­ 
oir. He gives voice to the voiceless 
against great odds. 


Formosa has no powerful friends in 
the 
international 
community. 
The 
Chinese Nationalists have suppressed* 
the Formosans. The People’s Republic 
of China considers Formosa an offshore 
province. The Japanese want trade with 


Mainland China and won’t jeopardize 
that goal for Formosa, and Formosan 
independence as yet has no place in the 
United States’ changing China policy 
which still needs the illusion of “ two 
Chinas." 
Formosan people are descendents of 
Southern Chinese frontiersmen who fled’ 
Fukien and Kwangtung provinces for the 
jungles of Formosa, in order to improve 
their impoverished lot. Well into the 19th 
Century Formosa was a disease-ridden 
pirates’ den. The fading Manchu dynasty 
forbade immigration to Formosa until 
1K75, but could not halt the illegal flow of 
immigrants. The Japanese reign, begin­ 
ning in 1895, was no gentler but was 
more efficient. Public health w'as vastly 
.improved because bugs and bacteria do 
not distinguish between conqueror and 
conquered. 


The Nationalists, driven from the 
Chinese Mainland in 1949, fled to Formo­ 
sa. bringing corruption, monolithic gov­ 
ernment 
and the secret police with 
them. The rulers of Formosa have 
changed three times since 189.», but the 
condition of the native population as a 
second class citizenry has remained 
constant. 


In “ A Taste of Freedom,*’ Peng, 
recently escaped from Taiwan and now 
teaching at the University of Michigan, 
makes \ isible the plight of the Formosan 
people. 


Visibility won’t bring much immediate 
help to tlx* Formosans but it will help 
readers to understand a little known but 
very touchy facet of Far Eastern affairs 
with which our newly emerging China 
policy must cope.

Patricia Highsmith 
Probes The Psyche

Patricia Highsmith’s psychol­ 
ogical depth is such that her 
c haracters are rarely pleasant. 
In “ A Dog’s Ransom’’ she 
presents us with a chilling com­ 
pany of creeps that outdoes her 
previous casts in sheer noi­ 
someness and despicability. 
Tlx* scene is New York City 
and it all begins with the kid­ 
napping — or rather a dognap- 
ping — of the pampered pet of 
a stuffy, well-to-do, middle- 
aged couple. Ransom is de­ 
manded, and paid, but the dog 
is not returned. Ransom is de­ 
manded again. 
To most cops, it is a minor, 
routine crime. But one consci­ 
entious young patrolman, an 
outsider on the force, bettor 
educated that his fellow police, 
is attracted to the case. His 
involvement is to prove his 
undoing. 
The theme that runs through 
the horrors that follow 
the 
utter, selfishness of man. It is 
the ingredient that, exposed in 


the owners of the kidnapped 
dog. in the young patrolman's 
Mod girl friend, in others who 
become involved, shows them 
to be not greatly better — only 
different — from the twisted 
psychotic who started it all by 
stealing the dog. 


The officer, deserted by those 
he had befriended, desperately 
lonesome, is left to face alone 
the consequences of his involve­ 
ment, not the least of these 
being the enmity and callous 
brutality of his fellow police 
resentful of his being different.

We are supposed to learn, we 
art* told, from history, But how 
do we learn when an arrogant, 
tim id or tradition-bound b u­ 
reaucracy withholds indefinite­ 
ly from public scrutiny as se­ 
c r e t 
o r 
c o n f id e n tia l 
th e 
documents that constitute that 
history? 
The question, of course, was 
at the heart of the flap over the 
Pentagon Papers, with Daniel 
Ellsberg, the New York Times 
and Sen. Mike Gravel teaming 
up to thwart a pointless and 
needless withholding of a his­ 
torical record from the people. 
R. H arris Smith encountered 
it. too, when he decided to write 
the history of the Office of 
Strategic Services, the World 
War II predecessor of today's 
controversial Central Intellig­ 
ence A gency. The arc h iv e s 
holding p ap e rs d ealin g with 
SOS a c tiv itie s of the 1940s 
would not be available to him, 
he was told. 
So Smith, briefly a CIA agent 
himself, set out to write the 
story an y w ay , re ly in g upon 
published m aterials, and more 
particularly upon the recollec­ 
tions of several hundred of the 
men and women who served 
with the OSS. 
The result is ‘‘OSS: The Se­ 
cret History of America's First 
Central Intelligence Agency,” 
published by the University of 
California Press where Smith is 
now a lecturer in political sci­ 
ence. 
Despite the refusal of access 
to official papers, Smith has put 
together an amazingly detailed 
history of one of the most color­ 
ful war-time agencies ever as­ 
sembled under the American or 
any other flag. His story m akes 
all the m ore puzzling the refus­ 
al of the government, after this 
lapse of time, to open up the 
official archives, for plainly the 
OSS. despite intense factional­ 
ism, some bungling, some far­ 
fetched sc h e m in g and som e 
failures, nevertheless enjoyed 
an amazing degree of success 
and served its country well. 
The OSS reflected to a large 
extent the personality of Gen. 
William (Wild Bill) Donovan, 
the World 
W ar I hero and 
millionaire lawyer chosen by 
President Franklin D. Roosev­ 
elt to be its head. Donovan 
brought to the post a freewheel­ 
ing approach, a weakness for 
administration and a strength 
for innovation, a willingness to 
run risks, and a tolerance for 
diverse political and social phi­ 
losophies. 
This last was to contribute 
m ightily to the factio n alism 
that sometimes threatened to 
split the agency between left­ 
ists, often the most effective 
field agents, and conservatives, 
to whom were entrusted major 
administrative responsibilities. 
Caught in between, of course, 
was a large group of men and 
women unaffected by their per­ 
sonal politics, bent only upon 
doing their jobs.

Still, to a surprising degree, 
all th re e groups succeeded 
usually in burying their differ­ 
ences and working togcthar to 
attain brilliant results. It was 
only later that the leftist-orient­ 
ed OSS agents, who often had 
e nd ured the g re a te st peril, 
were subjected to a disgraceful 
political persecution in which 
their former team m ates some­ 
times joined. 
The names found in the Smith 
book reflect the diversity of 
personnel in the OSS — Allen 
Dulles, William Bundy, Herbert 
Marcuse, Clark MacGregor, Ar­ 
thur Goldberg, Ralph Bunche, 
David 
B ruce, 
John 
B irch. 
R alph de Toledano, A rth u r 
Schlesinger, Elmo Roper, Her­ 
mit Roosevelt, Henry Ringling 
North. Sterling Hayden, Serge 
Obolensky, Stewart Alsop, John 
Gardner. H. Stuart Hughes, Au­ 
gust Heckscher and, yes, Julia 
Childs of TV cooking fame. 
Even Msgr. Givanni Battista 
Mont ini. to become Pope Paul 
VI. played a key role with one 
OSS inspired American espio­ 
nage network. 
Are there any lessons for us 
from Harris' history? A great 
many, one must conclude. But 
the chapter detailing our World 
War II and immediate post-war 
involvement in Vietnam would 
alone suffice to justify the w rit­ 
ing of the book and its serious 
study. 
Many will bo surprised to 
learn that our early involve­ 
ment there was generally on 
the side of Ho Chi Mi nil and his 
revolutionaries. OSS agents on 
the scene defied the antagonism 
of their French, British and 
Chinese allies to encourage and 
supply Ho and his revolutionary 
movement, against the J a p a ­ 
nese 
and into the uncertain 
months that followed the sur­ 
render of Nipon, 
The agent in charge in Hanoi 
recommended continued Ameri­ 
can support for Ho and his Viet 
Mi nil in his final report. But the 
decision, made in Washington, 
was to be a political, not an 
idealistic 
one: 
The U nited

A m e ric a n ,” w rites

It is an eye-opener, however, 
to learn that the Americans on 
the scene and most involved, 
the OSS agents, generally fa­ 
vored the Ho movement and 
saw its leader as more national­ 
istic than communistic. Had 
their advice prevailed, how dif­ 
ferent 
the course of history 
might have been! 


S im ila r 
insights 
can 
be 
gleaned from chapters dealing 
with Thailand, North Africa, 
the Mediterranean, France, the 
Balkans, China, and occupied 
Germany. In all these areas, 
the 
OSS 
ag en ts 
not 
only 
matched wits with the enemy, 
but found themselves often at 
odds with their British and Rus­ 
sian allies, and faced w ith 
choices between rival under­ 
ground claimants to their sup­ 
port (in Africa and France, the 
Gaullists or the Giraudists, in 
Yugoslavia, the Partisans or 
the Chetniks, in China, the na­ 
tionalists or the communists). 
And then there were always the 
OSS's own internal struggles, 
usually subordinated to com­ 
mon 
goals, 
but so m etim es 
erupting nastily. 


The wider contribution “ OSS” 
makes to contemporary under­ 
standing of international and 
national affairs is a better com­ 
prehension of the roots of to­ 
d a y ’s C e n tr a l I n te llig e n c e 
Agency, descendant of the OSS 
and termed by Smith “ the most 
misunderstood bureaucracy of 
the American government.” 


T ru e , 
to d a y 's 
CIA 
h a s 
changed greatly from the more 
idealistic, more individualistic, 
an ti-im p e ria listic OSS. But. 
argues Smith, the influence of 
the OSS lingers in the CIA, 
although it diminishes year by 
year. Thus, as federal agencies 
dealing with international af­ 
fairs go, the CIA remains rela­ 
tively freethinking and liberal. 


Progressives, in denouncing 
the CIA as a reactionary, mili­ 
ta ristic . tro u b le m a k in g body, 
have not always been accurate 
or fair. For instance, opposition 
to the Vietnam policy has exist­ 
ed within the CIA consistently 
and rather outspokenly. 
More and more, however, the 
co n se rv a tiv e view point has 
come to prevail in executive 
positions. Thus the policy of 
counterinsurgency, and our ad­ 
ventures on behalf of repres­ 
sive, status quo regimes. 
More and more? Smith ad 
mits, 
the 
conservative, even 
reactionary, character of the 
schizophrenic CIA has come to 
dominance. And liberals, given 
little support by progressives 
outside the agency, have been 
thrown on the defensive. 
“ The CIA has not yet become 
the re a c tio n a ry m o n ste r the 
New Left has created as its 
stra w m a n ,” Sm ith w rites. 
“ But unless the Agency leader­ 
ship makes a determined effort 
to renew the OSS passion for 


democratic dissent in yet anoth­ 
er generation of American in­ 
telligence officers, the reality of 
CIA may soon coincide with its

N ev ertheless, Sm ith 
has written an important book 
that is not quick or easy read­ 
ing.

annoying and confusing degree, 
the initials thereof», factions, 
philosophies, ploys, plots and 
intrigues. But it is well worth 
the reading effort. And it does, 
indeed, 
shed 
light, 
not only 
upon the events of the 1940s, but 
upon our predicaments of to­ 
day It is unfortunate the feder­ 
al bureacracy did not see fit to 
cooperate with a writer who 
has given the U.S. intelligence 
apparatus a fairer, more under­ 
standing treatm ent than it is 
accustomed to receiving from 
its analysts.

Fighting Arts of the Indonesian 
Archipelago” by Donn F. Drae- 
ger. an expert in Asian martial 
arts and a co-author of the six- 
volume “ Practical K arate” se­ 
ries. 


Charles F. Tuttle Co . which 
published the karate series, is 
also th<* publisher of this new 
book which is profusely illus­ 
trated 
with black and white 
photographs and drawings, and 
which offers a very learned and 
technical discussion of Indone-.

to the use of spears, knives and 
the dreaded kris.

NAVAL H,STORY buffs will 
be delighted with “ The Battle 
of T rafalgar” by Paul Davies, 
published by Ballantine Books 
as a $1.95 paperback. Davies 
not only re-creates the decisive 
battle of October, 1805, but also 
sets the stage with the flavor 
and the figures of the era, and 
includes maps, prints, paintings 
and p h o tograph s as illu s tra ­ 
tions. Finally there is the kind 
of ship-by-ship record — cap­ 
tains, firepower, casualties, etc.

Located 
at the top of the 
busiest air traffic corridor in 
the United States. Boston, tradi­ 
tional gateway to New England, 
is rapidly Incoming one of the 
chief aerial ports of the world 
with more than a million inter­ 
national 
arrivals 
and 
depar­ 
tures a year. 


Airlines 
that 
have 
become 
disenchanted by tieups and de­ 
lays at New York’s .IKK Inter­ 
national Airport continue to 
schedule more overseas flights 
into and through Ixgan Airport, 
spread out just across the har­ 
bor from Boston. 


In fact, many first time visi­ 
tors feel as if they are landing 
m the harbor waters as their 
plane begins to settle on the 
landfill extension of what was 
once ca lled N oddle's Island. 
One of the chief features of the 
eighth 
busiest airport 
in the 
world, served by 27 airlines, is 
that it is so close to the city 
two miles from downtown Bos 
ton. 


THERE \R E FOUR ways to 
get to the city from the airport: 
By taxi, which can cost near­ 
ly $1 to some hotels. A cab 
dispatcher in red jacket and 
cap is standing on the sidewalk 
outside the terminal doors to 
signal 
a taxi for you. 
It 
is 
proper to take the first cab in 
the waiting line rather than to 
get into one that has just dis­ 
charged passengers. 
By subway, if you don't have 
much luggage. The fare is 25

By limousine, which stops at

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ties, shopping hub bub, and fi­ 
nancial whirl. 


A D JO IN IN G T H E Common is 
the Public Garden, beautifully 
landscaped with a pond in the 
middle where swan boats move 
gracefully over the still water. 
The other major green area is 
m the Back Bay section and is 
called the Fenway. Here city 
folk do a bit of gardening. 
Boston is a city for walking. 
Besides enjoying the parks. I 
like to stroll along tree lined 
Commonwealth Avenue or 
along the Charles River Basin.

A New Green Carpet For Your Yard 


There’s no better time than 
au tu m n for sta rtin g a new 
lawn, and this is particularly 
true in Marin County where the 
seed or younggrass can benefit 
mightily from the hoped-for fall 
rains interspersed with warm, 
sunny growing days 
Weather you are beginning 


with seed or sod, the first step 
toward a successful new lawn is 
a properly cultivated soilbed 
PLOWED OR rotary tilled 
soil should be free from com 
peting vegetation (rake for the 
com post 
pile 
any 
old 
sod 
chunks that surface). Cultiva 
tion should extend at least two 


or three inches deep, with fer­ 
tilizer mixed in during the op­ 
eration (use rates recommend­ 
ed on the bag. usually about 10 
pounds to each thousand scjuare 
feet i. 
Level the su rface, and if 
there is doubt about loose soil 
pockets water the lawn to settle 


Rocks In The Carden Can Be 
A Personal, Individual Thing 


Many C alifornians inherit 
natural rock gardens, created 
b\ bulldozers as the* cut into 
hillsides to accommodate hous­ 
es. 


Others who garden in totally 
flat spaces gather and haul in 
rocks from faraway places to 
create on their premises what 
gardeners have long coveted as 
a workshop to ply their trade — 
the rock garden. 


WHETHER THE rock garden 
is natural, or otherwise, there 
are plenty of plants to use to 
achieve the desired effect. Pri­ 
marily, the choices are dwarf­ 
ish shrubs and popular perenni­ 
als, but bulbs and even annual 
flowers play a role in rock 
gardening. 


A rock garden is a personal 
thing, and as such, recommen­ 
dations must be considered and 
plants chosen to suit the person­ 
ality of the gardener 
Vet, it 
would bo inconceivable not to 
find succulents in a rock garden 
— no m atter who the owner is. 


Sedum , 
a 
varied clan of 
sp re a d in g su ccu lents, some 
with lovely flowers, are desira­ 
ble and 
worth shopping for. 
Echeveria. usually identified by 


a basal rosette from which foot 
high flower spikes grow, is an 
other choice succulent for rock 
garden use. 


If You Want 
To Build Your 
Own Greenhouse 


Should your greenhouse bo 
plastic or glass? 
Will you build it yourself or 
have it done by contract? 
Can you heat it from the 
house furnace or need a sepa­ 
rate heater? 
Will construction be the lean- 
to or free-standing type? 
These and other questions are 
answered in “The Home Green­ 
h o u s e ,” a c o r r e s p o n d e n c e 
course of six lessons offered by 
Pennsylvania State University. 
It deals with builjing sites and 
types of construction, heating 
and ventilation, building m ate­ 
rials and sash greenhouses.

M A W PERENNIALS, espe­ 
cially those of a trailing or 
spreading nature, are reliable 
standbys in rock gardens. Eng­ 
lish lavender, with its aromatic 
spikes of laven der-blue, and 
Prostrate Rosemary, an aro­ 
matic 
herb to enjoy in the 
kitchen and the garden are two 
headliners to consider. Also; 
Ground Morning Glory, a trail­ 
ing type; Italian Bellflow er, 
V erbena, 
Pinks (D ianthus), 
Alyssum and herbs such as 
Catnip and Catmint. 


In the springtime, bulb varie­ 
ties provide color and interest. 


In September, or as they are 
available locally, set out N ar­ 
cissus v a rie tie s, GrapC Hy­ 
acinths and Freesias. Iris, espe­ 
cially

B earded 
Irises, and the native western 
species which grow naturally in 
rocky places, are unmatched in 
their proper setting. 


SMALL SHRUBS also have 
their place. 
In shaded rockeries. Azaleas 
are a delightful choice. There 
are many outstanding varieties 
in the versatile Juniper family 
to use in sunny locations. 


the ground. Rake level, crum ­ 
bling the surface again for good 
acceptance of seed. Soil left 
slightly lumpy rather than pul­ 
verized 
provides cracks into 
which seed can settle; and it 
better resists slaking, encour­ 
aging in-soak rather than run­ 
off. 


Sow seed of good quality. A 
few cents saved on seed is no 
bargain if it means headaches 
later; even a minor percentage 
of weeds or other unwanted 
components, can cause prob­ 
lems. 


VERY FEW seed mixtures 
today are 
weedy, 
but some 
contain small amounts of agri­ 
cultural seed, and inexpensive 
blends m ay be d elib erately 
compounded with short-lived or 
coarser grasses. The label indi­ 


cates if a mixture is ion per 
cent of superior grasses such as 
blue grass, fine fescue, bent 
grass and perennial ryegrass. 
Of course there are always 
some dormant weed seeds in 
the soil, which become activat­ 
ed by cultivation. Autumn lawn 
seeding has the advantage of 
soon dooming the most preva­ 
lent weeds, those needing warm 
weather. 
Any cool-weather weeds can 
be cleaned up later with a weed 
killer or by hand if, indeed, 
they are not squeezed out by 
the grass. 
THE SOU.BED preparation 
should be just as careful for 
sodding as for seeding. 
Sod laid to hard uncultivated 
soil has little chance of striking 
root and lasting any length of 
time. 


A CHECKLIST FOR 
GARDENERS OF MARIN 


Here is the Marin gardener’s checklist for the coming week: 


✓A late-August. early-September planting priority is winter 
sweetpeas, so you can enjoy their bloom and fragrance at 
Christmas time. 


i>As we move deeper into the late summer, watering becomes 
more and more important. Fuchsias, begonias, azaleas, camellias 
and rhododendrons in particular must have their moisture content 
maintained. 


*>Crabgrass controls can be applied now. It’s a year-around job. 


^C am ellias can lx> fed in early September for the last time of the 
year. 


t^Begin preparing your planting areas for winter-blooming 
annuals. Work manure or other organic materials into the soil to 
improve it. 


^F eed in g of chrysanthemums should continue until the first buds 
show color. Prize mums come from plants regularly watered and 
fed. 


✓ Many popular perennials can be sown in flats now. Check the 
seed rack at your nursery or store for ideas. 


THE GARDEN PAGES 
A Perennial Problem 
With Falling Leaves 


Even in Marin County where 
the seasonal change of clim ate 
is less severe by far than most 
places, falling leaves are still 
as 
certain as the arrival of 
September. 
How 
you 
handle 
them 
de­ 
pends a lot on you, your proper­ 
ty. and the equipment you have 
available. 
B y fa r, 
the m ost p o p u la r 
method, short of hand raking, is 
to 
put 
an 
inexpensive 
blade 
attachm ent on your rotary pow­ 
er mower. The m ow er then acts 
as a leaf shredder with centri­ 
fugal force of the m ower blades 
whisking the leaves info your 
catcher, or if you prefer, drop­ 
ping 
the 
shreds back to the 
ground as a winter cover. 


T H E R E 
A R E 
a lso 
p o w e r 
sweepers which use a rotating 
brush »much like street sw ee­ 
pers) 
to 
sweep 
whole leaves 
back 
into 
a 
catcher

These a re neat and effi­ 
cient and particularly adapta 
hie to medium sized lawns with 
few tight spots.

Next on the list is the lawn 
vacuum . . . that's right, vacu ­ 
um This is usually a push-type 
unit with a wide nozzle on the 
front. The vacuum works much 
like your house vacuum 
The 
nozzle sucks in every leaf it 
passes over 
with 
the blower 
forcing 
the 
leaves ¿nto 
very 
large catcher bags. The force of 
the blower tends to com press 
the leaves in the bag so it has 
to be emptied less often. 


AN A D V A N T A G E of the v a c ­ 
uum is its ability to suck leaves 
from under shrubs and tight 
corners. Certain models even 
have hose attachm ents to clean 
garages and workshops. 
Just the opposite from 
the 
vacuum is the blower. Those 
units are capable of creating 
winds of almost hurricane force 
to blow leaves across the lawn 
at each pass. 
Equipped with 
throttle controls 
to 
vary 
the 
wind velocity, the blower can 
pile leaves as neatly as you can 
with a hand rake. 
If 
y o u ’re 
a 
gardener, 
you 
might team up one of the units

with 
a 
shredder

grinds and pulverizes leaves, 
sticks, stalks, trim mings, vines.

The Eskimo Kayak 
Built O f Plywood 


For a lightweight, easily propelled watercraft, the Eskimo’s 
kayak has proven difficult to improve upon 
David Jordan and Edwin Monk, however, have made certain 
adjustments to make the dependable work boat of the Eskimo suited 
to our recreation purposes. 
One big revision: Whereas the Eskimo builds his kayak of whale 
bone and walrus hide, Jordan and Monk call for the far more 
readily available plywood. 
So they call their craft the “ plyak.” 
The pian is part of a fleet of plywood boats designed for the 
American Fir Plywood Assn. of Tacoma, Wash. The plyak is 11 feet 
three inches long, has a 30-inch beam and weighs approximately 40 
pounds. 
The estimate is that it can be built in 10 man hours of labor at a 
cost of about $100. 
When launched, it makes an excellent one-man boat with possibly 
one child to “ crew.’’ 
The directions include step-by-step illustrations, as well as 
diagrams and construction notes, plus instructions on how to choose 
plywood for marine use, so that you can’t go wrong.

A M P E R A G E R E F E R S to 
current that the unit will con­ 
sume A house may be wired 
for 60 to 100 amps, divided into 
branch circuits, usually of 15 
amps each. 
A 7.5 amp air 
conditioner may be plugged in­ 
to a 15-amp branch circuit if 
other equipment on the line 
draws no more than 7.5 amps 
Otherwise the conditioner may 
require a separate branch cir­ 
cuit. 
Concerning the size condition­ 
er to buy, the booklet notes 
there are several methods for 
determining the proper size, 
taking into consideration such 
factors as size of the room, heat 
from the sun, effects of expo­ 
sures, proximity to roof, and 
the time of day that cooling is 
most needed. A bedroom would 
have one requirement, a living 
room another. 
Dealers have charts you may 
use as a guideline. To use them 
you must know the measure­ 
ments of the room, and deter­ 
mine whether conditions will be 
extra hot-such as the top floor 
of a house with an uninsulated 
roof, or one where windows 
face south or west, or if there 
are large room openings, or 
where there are many summer 
days over 95 degrees. 
For a room where cooling is 
needed primarily at night, the 
Emerson chart has a column 
marked bedroom. Other situa 
tions call for normal cooling 
capacity. 


FOR BEST RESULTS, the 
booklet recommends, select a 
conditioner having cooling ca­ 
pacity rating as close as possi­ 
ble to the estimated load, deter­ 
mined by consulting the chart. 
If your requirement is between 
two BTU designations - for ex­ 
ample, if the chart says you 
need 13,000 BTU and units of 
12,000 and 14,000 are the only 


ones available - it is advisible 
to choose the unit with the 
smaller cooling capacity. 
An oversized unit, operating 
intermittently, is less desirable 
than a slightly undersized unit 
that would operate almost con­ 
tinuously. 
You get better dehumidifica- 
tion with a smaller unit that is 
running most of the time than 
with a big unit that's loafing 
half the time. 


ANOTHER TIP worth consid­ 
ering: Your home layout may 
lend itself to an alternate ar­ 
rangement - a pair of smaller 
units strategically located in 
the areas where maximum 
cooling is desired - rather than 
one large model. This often is a 
practical solution to a long, 
narrow room or an L-shaped 
living room and dinette combi­ 
nation, or a floor plan that 
requires the cooled air to run 
around corners. 
Although, ideally, central air 
conditioning gives the finest 
whole-house cooling, there often 
is a way to achieve a reasona­ 
ble substitute by using a large 
window unit, the warm air dis­ 
tribution equipment already in 
your house and some ingenuity.
